Engagement of the Grand Opera-House for 
Her Debut Monday Might—Fires 
Elsewheis. 


— 
Spectal Dispatch to The 

New York, Oct. 30.— destroyed the 
Park Theatre this even Mrs. Langtr#"s 
appearance before a New York audience is 
therefore delayed. Fortu@ately the fire be- 
gan long before the time set for the opening 
of the theatre and when very few persons 
were in the building. These who were there 
were scene painters an@ stage carpenters 
and their assistants. 80 of them were 
burned in endeavoring extinguish the 
flames, and two were sefiously hurt (per- 
haps fatally) by jumping m the burning 
building into the street. Ohe or more persons 
may have been killed, bat nit information 
upon this matter could not be ascertained 
tonight. It was generally #upposed that, as 
John P. Leo, a stagecarpenter, was missing, 
he had been suffocated and bis body burned. 


THE MANNER IN WHICH THE FIRE ORIGI- 
NATED — 


is a matter of uncertainty, Nobody who 
was in the theatre at the time tne flames ap- 
peared could explaln it. Mis probable that 
some lace or light drapery t the second tier 
proscenium box on the righthand side of the 
stage looking from the auditorium was car- 
ried by a draft against a gaslight. There 
is a possibility, however, some careless 
person threw a match or a liguted 
cigar upon the floor or hanging of the box, 
find that the fire smoldered @ long time be- 
fore it was discovered. Llowever it started, 
it was notseen until about 4:30 o’clock in 
the afternoon. At chat timethere was 
NO PERSON IN THE AUDITORIUM. 

On the stage were William H. Young, stage 
manager: Hamilton Weaver, stage carpen- 
ter: and a party of ten stage hands. In the 
paint-room on the westen side of the 
stage, just off the flies, were Gas- 
dard Maeder and Thomas Weston, 
giving the finishing touches to some bits 
of scenery. Eight girls were engaged 
in sewing some drapery in thé property-room 
on the top floor ot the buiidigg, at the corner 
of Broadway and Twenty nd street, ad- 
joining the theatre. The e hands and 
carpenters bed little to do, they had set 
the first scene of the “Un Match” for 
Mrs. Langtry’s inspection u the forenoon. 
Everybody was thinking of poles home for 
supper, satisficd with the ms for 
the evening’s performance. 

Mr. Maeder put a final touch upon his 
work and left the paint-room. Descending 
the stairs, he

THE STAGE AND SAW 


FLAMES 
licking the partition between the proscenium 
boxes and the stage. Ile cried out Fire!“ 
and his cry of alarm was echoed from the 
stage by some men who had caught sight of 
the flames at the same moment. The flames 
appeared to be eating their way out of the 
box just above the one known as Man- 
ager Abbey’s. As soon as they ap- 
peared they began to grow, fanned 
by a draft made by the air 
flowing through the auditorium and across 
the stage, and out of a shaft behind and near 
the box. Before any movement could be 
made to extmguish them they had begun to 
run up the stage side of the partition. Fire- 
extinguishers were procured, but they were 
soon found useless. Hose and pipe were 
also set to work, and some of the men went 
into the boxes with buckets of water, which 
they dashed on the flames, but 
STILL THE FLAMES ADVANCED, 

and the only effect of. the water used was to 
deluge the stage. Some person tried to 
sound an alarm from the special fire-signal 
boxes, itis said, but, for some reason, not 
stated, did not succeed, for no alarm was re- 
ceived from the boxes at the headquarters of 
the Fire Department. No one appears to 
have thought of giving an alarm in the 
street. As it was apparentthat the flames 
were being carried upward by the draft, two 
stage hands named Clark and Doran ran up 
to the flies to let down the drop-curtain and 
lessen the supply of air. ‘The fire was 
too quick for them. It got up into 
the flies as quickly as they did, 
and spread rapidly. With incredible rapid- 
ity it ate up the ropes and light frames for 
drapery, and everything in the flies began to 
drop upon the stage. These were set on 


fire before they fell, and as, they dropped 


they communicoted the flames to the scenery 
below. The men upon the stage 
RUSHED WILDLY FOR SAFETY, 
thinking of nothing but the preservation of 
their lives. Most of them got out of the 
stage-door into Twenty-second street, leav- 
ing even their coats behind them. Stage- 
Carpenter Weaver left his vest, coutaining a 
gold watch and a sum of money. 

Two of the men on the stage found them- 
selves hemmed in by the fire. Doran fouglit 
his way to a window on the Twenty-second 
street side of the theatre, and thence to a bal- 
cony, from where he jumped to the sidewalk, 
breaking one of his legs. Clark fled, pu:sued 
by the flames, through the property-room and 
scenery storage-room on the top floor of the 
building on Broadway until he reached a 
window near the southern end of the build- 
ing. Byrsting through the window, he waved 
his hands and 

CALLED WILDLY FOR HELP, 
seeming to be in an agony of fear. Some 
persons tried to encourage him to remain 
where he was until a ladder could be pro- 
cured, as the flames were not yet near him. 
He could not understand or would not heed 
them, for, either jumping or by losing con- 
trol of himself, he went out of the window 
and down the front of the building until he 
struck a cornice over the main entrance to 
the theatre. There he lay, with crushed 
bones and in terrible agony, unable to move, 
his blood dripping into the street in the sight 
of a thousand horrified spectators. He was 
finally taken down by some firemen belong- 
ing to a truck company. 

About the same moment that the flames 
spread through the “flies” and began to ap- 
pear at the windows of the Twenty-second 
street front they ran up the shaft before 
spoken of, and leaped above the roof of the 
theatre. 

While the fire-engines were on their way

A number of girls employed in a clothing 
establishment in the adjoining building were 
rescued with a great deal of difficulty, but 
not until several had fainted, 

Among the persons who participated in 
the ill-advised attempt to extinguish the 
flames without the aid of the Fire Depart- 
ment were Mr. Tillotson, the business man- 
ager, of the theatre, and Philip Dazoon, cos 
tumer of Na. 2% Union Square. They di- 
rected the efforts of those who were trying 
to combat the flames on the stage, but were 
driven out at the Broadway entrance. Mr. 
Tillotson was unable to get back int ohis of- 
fice to save books and papers. 

As soon as the firemen arrived on the 
scene C. H. Matthews, private secretary of 
Mr. Henry E. Abbey, manager of the thea- 
tre, got into the latter’s office by means of a 
ladder and 

GOT THE MOST VALUABLE ARTICLES OUT 
of it. The firemen got to work in quick 
time, but it was apparent that their efforts 
would have to be confined to keeping the fire 
from spreading to adjoining houses. The 
stage was filled with flames. They were 
issuing from the windows into Tweuty-sec- 
ond street. They rose high above the roof, 
and were making rapid headway through 
the auditorium toward the Broadway en- 
trance. At the same time they were making 
into the top floor of the corner building. It 
was evident that the delay in summoning the 
firemen had been fatal to the building. 
Within an hour anda half after the alarm 
was received at the fire headquarters the the- 
atre building proper was gutted. 

INJURED AND MISSING. 

While two men were seriously injured, 
another is still missing. 

As if to add to the poignaney of Mrs. Lang- 
try’s disappointment, she was made a wit- 
ness of the calamity from the windows of her 
parlor at the Albermarle Hotel. Her baleony 
commanded a perfect view of the scene be- 
neath, 

Mr. Abbey says the expense of preparing 
the stage and dresses for Mrs. Langtry’s en- 
gagement was in the neighborhood of $10,- 
000. The scenery for the second act of “An 
Unequal Match ” cost about $2,000. It was 
of old-gold satin, hand-painted, set in panels 
surrounded by rich black satin, hand-em- 
broidered. The furniture was richly up- 
holstered in satin. 

THE PARK THEATRE 
was one of the smallest in the city, having a 
seating capacity of about 1,000. The theatre 
building proper fronted on Twenty-second 
street and ran back into the centre of the 
block. Asit has always been desirable to 
have an entrance from Broadway to a thea- 
tre if possible, one was made for the Park. 
This entrance was about half-way between 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second streets. 
‘There were two large pairs of glass doors in 
it, opening into a small lobby, on the north 
side of which was the ticket-office. A row 
of leather-covered doors gave access to the 
inner lobby, where a flight of three steps, 
surmounted by an iron gateway, at which 
the doorkeeper stood, gave access to the au- 
ditorlum. The aisles were at right angles 
with the main entrance. 
THE DECORATIONS 

throughout the tueatre were in gold, white, 
and crimson, the curtains in the boxes being 
mostly in gold. The drop-curtain, painted 
by Hoyt, represented satin drapery. Into 
the hallway on the Broadway side of 
the second floor opened the  toilet- 
rooms, the cloak-room, the business mana-

will be about $280,000. While the fire was 
still burning Mr. Abbey went over to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, and, aftera few min- 
utes’ conversation with Mr. Florence, came 
back and announced to Mrs. Langtry that he 
had engaged the Grand Opera-House for her 
next Monday. This cheered her consider- 
ably. Notes of sympathy were sent upin 
quick succession to her during the evening, 
but she denied herself to almost every one 
who ealled. 

“I do not care so much for my own dis- 
appointment,” she said, as I do for Mr. 
Abbey’s loss. He has been so generous, It 
is too bad. I am only sorry that I did not 
lose anything. It seems selfish.’’ 

A fire occurred at the Park Theatre on the 
night of Dee. 18, 1879, during the perform- 
ance of Fritz iu Ireland.“ It was caused 
by a defect in the heating arrangements in 
the vestibule at the main entrance. The 
damage to the building was small, and was 
caused principally by the efforts of the fire- 
men to reach the flames. 

ABBEY INTERVIEWED. 

Mr. Abbey was seen at the Grand Opera- 
House after the fire was out. He was quiet- 
ly conversing with some of his employés 
and giving directions in regard to the ar- 
rangements for exchanging tickets for the 
performances of Mrs. Langtry next week. 

„What are your prospects for Mrs. Lang- 
try’s season? was asked. 

do not think that it will do any harm. 
We are very sorry to disappoint the public, 
but I presume every one will see that we 
cannot help it.” 

What do you lose? 

“Pretty much everything in the interior of 
the theatre was mine. I put in the chairs, 
the box-hangings, the scenery, the properties, 
eic.

THOMAS A. HENDRICKS, 


He Is in a Critical Condition—Tweo of 
His Toes Affected by Senile Gangrene, 
Which Will Necessitate Amputation. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 30.—Gov. Hen- 
dricks’ condition has grown very serious, al- 
though today he has not suffered so much 
pain as heretofore, and the physicians were 
inclined te draw favorable conclusions there- 
from. His present trouble issenile gangrene 
in the third and fourth toes of the left foot. 
It has its origin in a slight paralytic stroke 
suffered about six months ago, and during 
his recent campaign work he discovered that 
it was impossible tor him to speak more than 
once every other day. Ile = retains 
possession of his mental faculties, and 
evinces the liveliest interest in politics, 
readi all the daily papers that 
are within reach and holding frequentcon- 
sultations with the inanagers of the Demo- 
cratic party. Senator McDonald called upon 
him today. The Governor is fully awore of 
the seriousness of his condition, but of 
course hopes for the best. The physicians 
hope Mr. Hendricks’ fine constitution and 
previous temperate life may enable him to 
throw off the disease without loss of a mem- 
ber, but of this they will be enabled to speak 
more advisedly within three or four days. 
‘The fact that Gov. Hendricks’ father died of 
the same disease is a source of considerable 
uneasiness. It is the present effort 
of the physicians to counteract the threat- 
ened pyemie condition of the blood. Dr. 
Parvin, the family — in charge of the 
case, said tonight, however, that au amputa- 
tion Of the toes affected will probably be 
made within a day or two, and then it is ex- 
pected that this will be followed by the am- 
putation of the foot, and of the leg if he sur- 
vives that long.

PAUPER BULLFROGS IMPOVERISHING TIE

ANOTHER SHIP-LOAD OF COLONISTS. 
Special. Dispatoh to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Oct. 30.—On Wednesday 
morning the ship Monrovia will leave here 
with another party of colored colonists 
bound for Liberia. The party will number 
about fifty persons, who have been selected 
from nearly 100,000 applicants. They come 
from Maryland, North Carolina, Kansas, 
Nebraska, %lississippi, and this State. The 
members of an entire family from Williams- 
burg are among the number. ‘The colonists 


‘have been gathered by Prof. Blyder, Presi- 


dent of the Liberian College, who is 
now in this city, where he will remain 
until February, when he will return to 
Liberia. Since the close of the 
late War over 4,000 colored persons 
have been sent to Liberia, averaging from 
lifty to 400 annually. Each family receives 
twenty-five acres of land, and shelter and ra- 
tions for a period of six months, after which 
time the colonists become self-sup ing. 
A plot of land embracing ten acres is given 
to each unmarried man, with shelter and ra- 
tions for six months. The number of col- 
onists who have been unable to make a living 
in Liberia is stated by the Rev. Mr. Cudde- 
ford, who looks after the interests of the 
colonists in this city, to be about 2 per cent 
of the whole number. 4

FAMOUS PEOPLE WHO HAVE APPEARED ON 
ITS STAGE.

New York, Oct. 30.—The Park Theatre 
was opened in the spring of 1874 by William 
Stuart and Charles Fechter with a play called 
“ Love’s Penance.” Later on Chandos Ful- 
ton became interested in the management.

Florence produced B. E. Woolt's play. The 
Mighty Dollar,“ in which Mr. Florence

It is eight months now since l said any- 
thing in these letters about electric lichting. 
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necessary to speak, for its blazing arc-lights 
now illuminate the streets and burn the eye- 
balls of people in every city. A year ago 
there were a dozen companies ready to prom- 
ise to furnish any city with the incandescent 
lights—that is, to light interiors with small 
shining bulbs like gas jets—but at this mo- 
ment Edison’s company is the only one act- 
ively in the field. It not only occupies the 
field, but it comes near filling it. Mr. Edison 
has done all he ever promised to do (if the 
present results are permanent), but he has 
not done it as quickly as he anticipated. 

The first district of this — Bow lighted— 
lighted apparently to the satisfaction of all

are now using the electric light rng, 
and more are being added every day. On Ml 
one engine is being used at present, and it 
delivers all the light that was ever promised 
and more. The loss from resistance is esti- 
mated at 5 per cent, Dut the loss from induc- 
tion or Jeakage is only 1,000th of 1 per cent 
Mr. Johnson tells we—which implies pretty 
nearly perfection. The light actually fur- 
nished is about nine lamps to the horse 
power.

His Views on the Political Situation 
in illiinois—His Own Office. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 30.— Mr. Rounds, 
the Public Printer, has returned from a visit 
to his home in Chicago.

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FIRE THIS MORNING. 


Burning of the Western Refrigerator 
Warehouse—Loss $25,000 to $30,000. 
At 2:04 o’clock this morning Engine No. 11 

received a still alarm from the large double 

four-story building, 7 and 29 Michi- 
gan street, occupied by the West- 
ern Refrigerator Company, of which 

Birdsall & Baker are the owners. 

A minute later an alarm was sounded 


through Box 755, and this was immediately |: 


followed by a second alarm, which called 
out all the engines in the district. The still 
was discovered by the boys in No. 11 engine- 
house, which is next door, on hearing a 
hissing sound, oe by a slight 
explosion resumabiy arising from the 
efforts of flames to force their way 
through the air ducts, with which the build- 
ing was filled, and which surround the laby- 
rinth of cooltng-boxes in which were stored 
large amounts of butter, eggs, and fruits. 
About a year or so ago this building suffered 
from fire, and the department became so well 
acquainted with its character that Marshal 
Swenie would not permit the men to encer 
its winding * for fear that loss of life 
might ensue. e was therefore forced 
ght the fire from the outside. The fire- 
men mounted roofs of the adjoin 
buildings, and by means of ladders succeede 
in pouring several effective streains through 
holes cut in the sides of the burn- 
ing building. The chemical engines 
also did good work, as they were 
utilized in sunduing the flames as they ap- 
peared along the airducts at the front and 
rear. Owing, as before said, to the intricate 
character of the building and the danger at- 
tendant upon an attempt to make an interior 
investigation the efforts of the department 
were necessarily sloW, and as this paper went 
to press the fire was not under subjection. 
wing to the perishable character of the 
contents of the building the loss will, it is 
thought, be a total of from $25,000 to $30,000, 
The building itself, whic is owned 
by the occupants, was badly gutted, 
and, though the walls still stand, a 
portion of them will have to de 
rebuilt. The loss on the building will prob- 
ably be somewhere in the vicinity of $4,000 
or 35,000, the constructin f the alr-ducts 
and refrigerating cells K rather difficult 
and expensive.

LIBERTY HALL. 


The Home Alexander H. Stephens Left 
for the Georgia Gevernor’s Man- 
sion.

Monday, at 8:30, sharp, the committee entered 
the epacious grounds of the Liberty Hall estate, 
passed the church in the corner, the lawn of 
Bermuda grass, the old-fashioned spacious pi- 
azza, into the parior of perhaps the most inter- 
esting statesman of the last thirty years.

THE JAPANESE, 


An Interesting Interview with Consul- 
General Van Burea. 

Gen. Thomas B. Van Buren, wife, and 
daughter arrived yesterday at the Grand 
Pacitic, having left Japan about three weeks 
ago, where Gen. Van Buren represents the 
National Government as Consul-General, and 
has done so for the past eight and a half 
years. A TRIBUNE reporter sent up his card 
soon after his arrival, and had a very pleas- 
ant talk with him. The steamer upon which 
the family came from Japan to San Francis- 
co made the trip in thirteen days and twenty- 
one hours, the fastest time on record. Gen. 
Van Buren is much interested in Japan, and 
he has a fund of information in regard 
to its people. He believes that the 
American Indian is the direct descend- 
ant from the Japanese family. The 
Japanese junks laden with rice and their 
crews have been frequently blown out to 
sea, and even within the last fifteen years 
such vessels have deen found stranded upon 
the coast of Oregon. There is everything of 
the nature of the Indians in the Japanese. 
They are revengeful; they carry their chil- 
dren upon their backs; they are rapid run- 
ners. If a lot of Japanese were dressed 
alike with a lot of Indians it coula not be told 
which were Indians and who came from 
Japan. He is looking up facts. and he be- 
lieves that his theory will be found correct in 
regard to the origin of the American red 
man. Se far as the Indians being hunters 
was concerned, and the Japanese being agri- 
culturists, he says that the stranded junks 
were thrown upon a land which was a wil- 
derness, where to sustain lifeit was neces- 
sary for them to become hunters and live 
upon the meat and clothe) themselves with 
the skins of wild animals. 

Gen. Van Buren leaves this morning for 
the East. He goes to Washington in the in- 
terest of having laws enacted and courts.es- 
tablished for the protection of American cit- 
izens in Japan. Now there! was no law there 
except the old common law, equity, and ad- 
miralty. Married women had no right to 
own property there, and imprisonment for 
debt could be enforced. There was no lim- 
itation as to the time for the commencing of 
acivil action. There was neither criminal 
nor civil law to protect American people in 
Japan, and, under our treaty with that 
country, they were not subject to its laws. 
Baneroft Davis, while Assistant Secretary of 
State, had prepared a bill which was now in 
the hands of the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, and which should be passed. 

In speaking of Japan, Gen. Van Buren 
said that Kamagawa was the original treaty 
port, but owing to opposition of the natives 
to foreigners the place was changed to Yoko- 
hama, though all official documents are 
dated from the former port. There is a rail- 
road from Yokohama to Tokio, seventeen 
miles lung, which was built by Englishmen, 
and cost $250,000 per mile to construct. 

“Why was the price so great? asked the 
reporter. 

„ Because,” replied. Gen. Van Buren, as 
has been the case in many American-built 
roads, there were too many fingers reaching 
out in every direction. An American engi- 
neer is now building a railroad on the Island 
of Yesso toa coal mine north, a distance of 
about tweuty miles, and the engineer has 
natives to assist him. The cost of this was 
$20,000 per mile, and it isa very fair road, and 
doing a very fair business, There is a road 
from Kobe to Kiota, a distance of thirty-five 
miles, which runs through Osaka, the most 
flourishing eity in Japan, which has a popu- 
lation of. 400,000.“ 
“Is THERE ANY 


PREJUDICE TO FOREIGN- 
ERs?” 

“No, sir. Ithink that there is no preju- 
dice to foreigners now in Japan. ‘There 
never would have been any if the people had 
not been prejudiced throughithe native no- 
bility. The Japanese ere amefcurial people, 
and are moved by feeling a great deal. The 
like to amuse themselves, and they are will- 
ing to be amused, ‘They are exceedingly hos- 
pitable.“ 

* How are they as regards mercantile sta- 
ty | 

“Well, Lean’t regard them either as con- 
servative or reliable as business-men as are 
the Chinese merchants. They regard their 
word as their bond in China, but the Japan- 
ese will not be quite so reliable at all times.” 

Are the natives advancing any in civiliza- 
tion as we comprehend civiliza here?“

THE RASPBERRY-BUSH. 


An Infamous Resort in St. Petersburg 
The “Tea Palace” Which the Police 
Mave Just Closed. 

New York Times. 

A telegraphic dispatch from St. Petersburg 
announces that the Malinnick.“ or “Raspberry- 
Bush.“ has beep temporarily closed by the po- 
lice, and, as not one person in a thousand in this 
country knows what the Maliunick” is, a de- 
scription of the place may be interesting. That 
the closing of this famous place has surprised 
the inhabitants of the Russian Capital, and that 
it is considered quite an important event, can be 
understood by the announcement being flashed 
over the expensive cable. 

The Malinnick is a large saloon, situated in 
that part of St. ketersburg known as the Hay- 
market, and bas for years been the rendezvous 
of disreputable characters. Various dates are 
ascri to the first opening of this den, but it 
appears to be pretty wellaccepted that it is as 
old as the city.in which it stands, although it is 
admitted that it was at oue time a respectable 
tea palace. Most Kussian saloons are known as 
tea palaces, in which the men sit at little square 
tables with their urns in front of them, brewing 
their own tea, of which beverage they ordinarily 
swallow from ten to fifteen glasses at 
a time, many of the peasants drinking habitu- 
ally as mauy as fifty giasses per day. Why this 
particular tea palace should called the Rasp- 
berry-Bush nobody can tell; it certainly has no 
connection with that popular fruit. It has been 
mentioned by many writers, especially by Kres- 
towsky, who gives a graphic and thrilling ac- 
count of the Malinoick” and its habitués in his 
novel The St. Petersburg Dens.” It is one of 
the sights of the Capital, and stra rs 
visiting the city would not conshler ir 
stay complete unless they visited the no- 
torious Kaspberry-Bush.

But little satisfaction was vouchsafed the 
deputations of citizens who yesterday waited 
upon the Democratic Campaign Committee 
to urge square dealing and that fair play 
be shown as between Finerty and Sheridan 
in the contest in the Second District. it was 
only asked that the Democratic committee 
should remain neutral in the affair and give 
each man an equal chance to win in a fair 
fight and an honest count. The committee 
showed no disposition to be fair, and it is evi- 
dent that the friends of Finerty must organize 
for protection against the crooked work that 
will be attempted. Sheridan is the McDon- 
ald machine candidate, and nothine in the 
way of fraudulent voting, repeating, and 
crooked counting that the machine can do 
will be left undone to beat Finerty. There 
is one thing, however, that stands in the way 
of wholesale fraud at the polls, and that is 
the appointment of honest men as United 
States Supervisors. Fraudulent voting and 
fraudulent counting become serious matters 
when Uncle Sam's officers are on guard. 
Tire début of Mrs. Langtry, which was to 
have occurred last evening in New York, 
was prevented by the destruction by fire of 
the Park Theatre, in which she was to make 
her first appearance on the American stage. 
About four hours before the curtain should 
have raised on the Jersey Lily the theatre 
took fire from some unknown cause, and was 
totally destroyed with its contents. The loss 
falls heavily upon Mr. Henry E. Abbey, the 
lessee of the theatre, and the enterprising 
manager to whom the public is indebted for 
the visit of Mrs. Langtry to America. Mr. 
Abbey suffers to the extent of $100,000, and 
his insurance is but $10,500. The total loss 
on the building—in which several stores were 
located—and contents is $280,000. Mrs. 
Langtry will make her first appearance 
Monday night at the Grand Opera-House. 
She was engaged in preparing her wardrobe 
for transfer to her dressing-room at the thea- 
tre when the fire broke out, and had it oc- 
curred an hour ot two later she would have 
stiffered the loss of many of the elegant cos- 
tumes which were expected to “ paralyze” 
the fashionables of America.

NEW YORK AND CHICAGO DEMOCRATS. 

The better class of Democrats in New 
York City are setting an excellent example 
for the same class of Democrats in Chicago. 
There has been a spuntaneous revolt among 
them against the Democratic machine repre- 
sented by the combination of Tammany and 
Irving Halts, and they have united with the 
Republicans in the nomination of an inde- 
pendent ticket for the city and county. The 
present Democretic.Mayor of New York— 
Mr. Graece—is one of the leaders in this 
movement, and the present Controller—Allan 
Campbell—is the candidate for Mayor on the 
citizens’ ticket. A rousing meeting was held 
on Saturday evening at which the respecta- 
ble element of the Democratic party was 
represented about equally with the Repub- 
lican party, and an article from the New 
York Times, printed in another column, sug- 
gests many evidences that the revolt among 
the Democrats is widespread, and the inde- 
pendent movement is being so thoroughly 
organized as to promise the success of the 
ticket it has put in the field. 

The occasion for the defection in the Demo- 
cratic ranks in New York is the agreement 
among the various Halls“ or rings which 
are accustomed to control Democratic nomi- 
nations. The Democrats who have property 
interests at stake understand that such an 
agreement is only broughtabout by a specific 
allotment of the spoils, and that it threatens 
corruption, extravagance, and plunder in 
municipal affaits. It Is also surmised with 
good reason that John Kelly, the Tammany 
poss, would not have assented to an ar- 
rangement of this kind if he had not been 
assured the chief direction of the unholy 
alliance: he has been too potent as an or- 
ganizer of discord among the Democrats to 
combine with the opposing factions of the 
party except upon terms of his own dicta- 
tion. This condition of affairs has alarmed 
the responsible citizens of New York who 
are in the habit of voting the Democratic 
ticket. They cannot afford the luxury of a 
„boss.“ The experience under Tweed en- 
tailed a debt upon the community which is 
a constant warning against vermitting 
the management of local government 
to pass into the hands of an un- 
scrupulous ing either through popular 
indiff @ or under the guise of party 
loyalty. a Democrats of New York State 
confidently ‘expect to elect the next Governor 
and count upon making important gains in 
Congressmen and local officers. Neverthe- 
less that portion of the Democratic voters of 
New York City who pay taxes are aware 
that their local interests are paramount to 
all others, and are willing to sacrifice party 
machipery rather than risk the epils of bad 
city government. The situation was fairly 
summed up by the conclusion of Mayor 
Grace’s speech when he said: “1 believe that 
in the government of a municipality busi- 
ness principles and not party should con- 
trol.“ 

It the respectable Democrats of New York 
City are tempted to revolt against their 
patty machine under the conditions de- 
scribed, how much more reason there is 
for a Democratic revolt in Chicago! In 
New York the boss is John Kelly; a man 
who has lone been recognized as a Demo- 
cratic leader, has demonstrated great ca- 
pacity for the direction of political affairs, 
and is not identified with the criminal 
classes. But the mere threat of a boss anda 
ring is enongh to excite apprehension when 
nothing worse than political misrule is men- 
need. The situation in Chicago is incompara- 
bly worse. The man who rules the destiny of 
the Democratic party in the pending campaign 
in this county is a boss among the depraved 
and vicious classes, and aspires to political 
ascendency for the better protection of crim- 
inals from arrest and punishment. Mike 
MeDonald is and has been for years the 
patron saint of the gamblers and confidence 
men of Chicago. Heis openly indorsed by 
the Mayor of the city. He already 
controls the Police Department so far 
as it suits his purposes. He is the 
head and front of the straw-bail system, and 
an adept in the “fixing” of juries and the 
subornation of witnesses. He needs only 
the run of the Sherifl’s office to make his 
power complete. ‘To that end he has placed 
himself at the head of the Democratic party 
in Cobk County. He manipulated the 
primaries, ran the conventions, nominated 
various tickets, and is now personally direct- 
ing the Democratic campaign. The election 
of MeGarigie as Sheriff will be in effect the 
induction of Mike McDonald into that office, 
and the latter will become a power in the 
Criminal, Probate, and County Courts. It is 
not merely that partisan control will pass 
into Me Donald's hands if his ticket shall be 
elected next week; it is the defeat of justice, 
the corruption of the public offices, and the 


encouragement of crime which bis ascend- 
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eney threatens. The business-men and the | 


heads of families who vote the Dem at! 
ticket in Chicago can no afford 
to assist Mike McDonald in the effort 
to secure the power for evil to whieh 
he aspires than can the same class of citizens 
who vote the Republican ticket. The issue 
of the county election is not a mere party 
question, though if it were the Democrats of 
Chicago might better protest against Mike 
McDonald as a boss than the Democrats of 
New York against John Kelly. But McDopn- 
ald’s control of the county offices bere in- 
volves more vital interests than does Keily’s 
control of the local offices in New York. The 
latter is a dangerous politician, but McDon- 
ald is in every way a dangerous man. It is 
not alone political rings, factional advan- 
tages, and combinations for the distribution 
of the spoils which Mike McDonald’s suc- 
cess will bring about, but more complete im- 
munity for gamblers and thieves and the de- 
woralization ot the courts and of the admin- 
istration of justice. The respectable Demo- 
crats of New York City believe they can help 
their party and the community by beating 
John Kelly and the united Democratic rings. 
Certainly the respectable Democrats of Chi- 
cago ought to be in no doubt that it will be 
to the ultimate advantage of their party as 
it is of immediate concern to this community 
to beat Mike McDonald. 

THE AMERICAN LAND-OWNERS, 

Mr. Henry George, who is styled by many 
persons an eminent philosopher and author, 
traces all social, moral, and political evils to 
the ownership of land by individuals. He 
insists that the remedy for this evil is the 
abolition of all titles to land, the confiscation 
of all private property, its condemnation as 
public property, and its leaging, by the Gov- 
ernment to private persons at a fixed rent. 
In one sense all the land in the United 
States is held subject to the debts and de- 
mands of the Nation; all the real estate with- 
in the boundaries of each State is held sub- 
ject to the debts of such State; and so down 
through all the political communities, from 
the Nation to the village, the land in each is 
held by private owners subject to the de- 
mands and debts of the municipality. The 
land, otherwise, is held by the individual 
owner, and, as private property, is by him 
transferable by deed or testamentary devise, 
or descends by inheritance in the omer pro- 
vided by law. Under the legal and other 
division of estates the great body of the land. 
in the progress of time and the succession of 
generations, is passing in smaller divisions 
into an ever-increasing number of hands. 

Mr. George proposes to establish his re- 
form of land tenure in this country by arbi- 
trary dispossession of all the present owners 
and the distribution of this same land by 
Government agencies under leases at fixed 
rates of annual rent. Mr. George as a philos- 
opher proposes this as a sovereign remedy 
for all the evils known to the peace, welfare, 
aud prosperity of mankind. 

Without going into any detail of this pro- 
posed scheme, Or any examination of its 
philosophy, we call attention toa few difl- 
culties, suggested by the returns of the late 
census, in the way of carrying through this 
redivision of the land lu this country. These 
returns show the following conditions of land- 
ownership in the United States: 

In the United States, in 1880, there were 
4,008,907 farms. Of these farms 2,984,306 are 
occupied by the owners, 322,357 are rented 
for money rental, and 702,244 are rented for 
shares of the products. The sizes of these 
farms are thus reported: 


Under 3 acres. 

Between 3 and 10 eres .... 2.6... ccc cuee 
Between 10 and 20 acres 

Between 20 and acres 


The total population of the United States 
and Territories is 50. 100.000, and one-half this 
population is engaged in agriculture; to 
these landowners must be added the owners 
of town, and village, and city lots, with the 
improvements on them. When Mr. George 
starts Out to confiscate this land which these 
people have bought and paid for, and which 
they have improved and made productive 
with their earnings and savings, he will find 
that he must first eject and dispossess the en- 
tire population engaged in agriculture, and 
he must next dispossess that portion of the 
total population which own and occupy the 
city, town, and village lands throughout the 
country. Those who rent farm lands in this 
country are, as a general thing, persons who 
are working land on shares or for money, ex- 
peeting to pay for their own farms. Those 
owning other lands in the United States have 
already earned the means, and have paid for 
them. During the term from 1870 to 1880 the 
whole number of farms occupied in he 
United States increased © per cent, and the 
like increase will be even more rapid in the 
future. The division of the plantations in 
the South among the actual occupants is still 
in its first stages. The millions of ex-slayes 
are just beginning to become land-owners, 
aul every day the proportion of land- owners, 
whether of farms or town property, will in- 
crease, until with. their families they will in- 
ciude four-fifths of the whole population. 

Mr. George will find it difficult, perhaps, 
to marshal an army of one-fifth of the popu- 
lation to disposses and eject the other four- 
fifths of the American people. 

The people for whom Mr. George proposes 
to confiscate the land are not persons who 
under any circumstances could be compelled 
to occupy the land and live by its cultivation 


ers or industrious people, but who, having 
nothing, insist that the Government shall! sup- 
port them from the earnings of other people. 
When this class undertakes to evict four- 
fifths of the people from their land and pri- 
vate property it is possible they will be met 
with stout resistance. 
— ————— 
A NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 

When the National bankrupt law disap- 
peared after it had done its work in clear- 
ing away the insolvencies that followed the 
panic, it had but few friends. Except by 
the Registers who had harvested fat crops 
of fees, it was almost universally: regarded 
asa good riddance. The abuses which it 
intreduced into the settlement of the affairs 
of bankrupts appeared toward the end to 
grow larger than the evils it had been de- 
signed to prevent. It certainly almost 
ceased to be an agency for the promotion of 
the honest or cheap liquidation of indebted- 
ness. A strong attempt was made during 
the last session of Congress to enact another 
National jaw, and it will be renewed during 
the coming session. 

The country has probably passed the mid- 
die point of the period which lies between 
the last panic and the next. Statistics of [nil- 
ures begin to show a gain on the figures of 
preceding years. Signs can be seen by diose 
observers of a tendency to expansion of cred- 
it. ‘Under these circumstances it is not sur- 
prising that business-men should be desirous 
of having some uniform system of dividing 
the assets of bankrupts put in foree through- 
out the country. The laws of the various 
States are as different as possibie, and make 
the task of settling with debtors in different 
States very unsatisfactory. | 

Senator Ioar. in some correspondence re- 
cently made public, expresses the opinion 
that a National bankrupt law may be passed 
at the coming session of Congress, An amend- 
ed form of Lowell’s bill has been recom- 
mended by the liouse Judiciary Committee, 


aud the Sub-Committee of the Senate Judi- 


They belong to that class who are not labor- 
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clary Committee has reported what is known 
as “the equity plan,” which provides for 
distributing bankrupt ‘estates by a creditors’ 
bill. Judge Hoar thinks no National law 
can be passed which does not preserve to the 
debtor that property which his State ex- 
empts from execution. If that concession is 
not made to the State systems, some of 
which are much more liberal to the debtor 
than others, no National legislation, Senator 
Hoar thinks, can be got through Congress. 

The trouble with the National bankrupt 
laws we have had has been that they have 
had too mach machinery and have been 
framed too much in the interests of the law- 
vers. Uniformity of procedure is a good 
thing, but when it amounts to the uniform 
absorption of the assets by the assignees it 
does not seem so valuable, but that less uni- 
formity and more dividends would be better. 
The creditors of the bankrupt should all be 
puton an equal footing, but under the late law 
the creditors too often found that after the 
costs and tees, etc., had been paid they each 
had an equal share in zero. This was 80 
true that debtors expecting insolvency would 
often procure favorable terms of settlement 
from their creditors by threatening to take 
advantage of the National law. 

No National bankrupt law will be accepta- 
ble to the people unless its machinery is sim- 


ple, and cheap, and speedy, The lawyersg}

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ONLY TEN MILLIONS. 

WAs Nd. D. C., Oct. 28.— The estimates of 
the various Wr for the fiecal year ond - 
ing June 30, 1884, show a large increase over the 
estimates for the present fiscal year. Those for 
the Navy Department are between four and five 
million dollars in excess, while in the War De- 
partment the estimates for some of the river 
and harbor improvements are 50 per ceut greater 
than those of the preceding year. The Post- 
Office Department asks tor $1,500,000 more than 
they did last year, and a proportionate increase 
is asked for by the remaining departments. It is 
estimated that the aggregate increase of all will 
reach $10,000,000, — 

This statement, contained ina dispatch to 
the Cincinnati Commercial, is undoubtedly 
true, so far as it goes, but really falls short 
of the actual fact. The last session was a 
practical test of the total inability of Con- 
gress to resist the opportunity afforded by an 
overflowing Treasury to spend the public 
money wildly and recklesly. The expendi- 
tures of the last session were but the natural 
result of the accumulation of enormous rev- 
enue beyond the reasonable wants of the 
Treasury and the country. Though this 
money has been collected by excessive taxa- 
tion during several years, though the ex- 
penditure by Congress has been prodigal in 
the extreme, all appeals from the country 
for a reduction of taxation have proven 
abortive. Even thé effort to remove some 
thirty millions of tax was deliberately de- 
feated, the Democrats refusing to consent to 
any reduction of taxes that did not include 
a reduction of the tax on whisky. So the 
surplus revenue was continued, and, the 
Treasury being overflowing, there came the 
river and harbor and other spendthrift ap- 
propriations. Having tasted of this luxury 
of unlimited supplies of money, the same 
men who were responsible for last session’s 
profligate expenditure of other people’s 
money propose to make another grab at the 
coming short session, and hence they pro- 
pose to add largely to the spoils which were 
taken last year. It is perhaps fortunate that 
some, and it is to be hoped many, of the 
members of the last session will be disas- 
trously defeated by the people at the election 
next week; but this will not probably have 
the effect of preventing them from making 
the most of the three months which remain 
of their unexpired term. This Congress 
could best serve the country by reducing 
the present taxation at least $100,000,000, and 
this reduction should be made without any 
disturbance of the tax on whisky or tobacco. 
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PROSPERITY AND POLITICS IN FRANCE. 

information about the welfare of the 
French people is especially timely at this 
moment, when the cable is daily bringing 
over reports of the desperate attempts of 
the Communists to reéstablish their Nihilistic 
régime. Some very interesting facts about 
the progress of the French peasantry in the 
north and northeast of France have lately 
been made public by Henri Baudrillart. He 
asserts, as the result of careful study, that 
the lowest class of the population—the agri- 
cultural laborers who own no land—have 
gained in wealth and comfort at a more 
rapid rate in the last fifty years than any 
other part of the people. 

Their wages have tripled, while the cost of 
living has not increased at anything like that 
rate. Bread is much better than it used to 
be, but does not cost any more; clothing is 
cheaper; vegetables have risen, but not 
much; and wages are liberal enough to sup- 
ply salt and fresh meat to au extent unknown 
before, and to leave a margin over for sav- 
ings. The minimum wages are 2% cents a 
day, besides meals, which are furnished by 
the employers, and they rise from this to as 
high as $2 a day in the harvest season. When 
employed by the year farm hands receive 
their board, lodging, and from 800 to $140 in 
money. Though this seems small pay for A 
year’s work, it goes much further than it 
would in America, Clothes, r instance, 
are much cheaper than here. A working- 
man will pay $24 for work-day clothes and 
848 for Sunday garments, 822 for his wife’s 
everyday clothing and $50 tor her Sunday 
gear, and will make them last a good deal 
more than a year. His rent ranges from $W 
to $30 a year. 

With prices so low for the necessaries of 
life, the French peasant who is industrious 
and frugal is easily able to lay something by 
every year. Workingmen, M. Baudrillart

says, who earn $140 a year wiil save 840. 


Land 18 their favorit investment. but the de- 
posits in the savings-banks and the funds of 
mutual aid societies, which are being estab- 
lished on a large scale among the rural iabor- 
ers, also give evidence of their prosperity. 
These facts show how greatly the comfort of 
the French peasantry has increased since the 
revolution of 1789 destroyed the monopolies 
and privileges of the French clergy and no- 
bility. 

One curious result of the unaccustomed 
comfort to which the new era has introduced 
the French people has been the retardation 
of the increase in their numbers. After 
the revolution the English political econo- 
mists were never tired of proving that France 
had ruined itself. The removal of the erush- 
ing pressure of the ancient régime would 
lead, they argued, to a prodigal increase of 
population, which would in a few years re- 
duce the whole people to misery again. 
Nothing of the sort has followed. The Mal- 
thusian logic was put to rout by the facts of 
French human nature. The last census 
shes that the population of France is not 
increasing as rapidly as one-half of 1 per 
cent a year, and the testimony of travelers 
and other observers is unanimous as to the 
care with which the French avoid improvi- 
dent marriage. In facty prudence is carried 
too far. Precisely the same kind of argu- 


ment has been used by these economists to- 


show that land or other reform in Ireland 
would be of no use, because the increase of 
population would outstrip any increase of 
the comfort of living. Possibly this argu- 
ment might be as fallacious with regard to 
Ireland as with regard to France. 

M. Baudrillart’s investigatigns have covered 
only Northern and Northeastern France, but 
the same general causes have been in opera- 
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as they have been counteracted by the phyl- 
loxera in the wine-growing districts. It is 
manifest that the demonstrations now being 
made against the Government and society in 
different parts of the country have no root in 
general distress. They are attributable to 
some conspiracy. Public opinion does not 
regard Gambetta, the demi-Napoleon, or the 
Bonapartes as too good to instigate an up- 
rising which would justify them in attempt- 
ing to repeat the strokes of State by which 
the two Napoleons made themselves rulers 
of France. President Grévy’s Administra- 
tion, with its civic tendencies and its desire to 
show an American toleration for free speech, 
has given too much license to the classes who 
have shown that for them there is but one 
step from democracy to dynamite. The more 
vigorous policy the President has adopted in 
the last day or two does not come too soon. 
When talking buncombe and throwing bombs 
are used simultaneously as political argu- 
ments it is time for even a republican Gov- 
ernment to interfere.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH SPEECH. 

Mr. E. A. Freeman, the English author 
who recently visited this country, has con- 
tributed a paper to Longman’s Magazine 
upon “American Speech,“ which is of re- 
markable interest to Americans, from its 
discussion of the curiosities and peculiar- 
ities of our speech as well as for the very 
graceful and complimentary style in which 
it is expressed. As the paper is written in 
very close detail and abounds in illustrations, 
we can hardly give more than the general 
sense of it, which may induce the reader to 
consult the original ar icle. 

Speaking of “Americanisms” and Scot- 
ticisms’’ Mr. Freeman thinks that as a rule 
they are more English than corresponding 
forms of speech used in England. He says: 
“What people commonly call an * Ameri- 
canism’ or ‘Seotticism’ is for the most part 
some pei fectly good English word or phrase 
which has gone out of use in England but 
which has lived on in America or Scottand.“ 
As illustrations of this he cites the words 
“bairn”’ and fall,“ which were in common 
use in England at one period. Ia the matter 
of the use of language he finds that the 
United States have tollowed the usual law 
of colonies, that Is, they keep on in some re- 
spects the state of things which existed in 
the mother country long after the latter has 
abandoned it. “When anything that seems 
strange to a British visitor in American 
speech or American menners is not quite 
modern on the face of it, itis pretty certain 


to be something which was oncg common to | 


the older and the newer England, but which 
the newer England has kept while the older 
England has cast it aside.“ 

Comparing the English of the United 
States with the English of Britain, he finds 
that there is no difference of dialect, strictly 
80 called, but only a difference in local 
usage in the matter of speech. Some of the 
illustrations of this usage are interesting. 
In what may be called the language of rail- 
roads, for instance, he finds that we say 
“railroad,” which was once used in En- 
gland, while they say rallway — though, 
us a matter of fact, if Mr. Freeman’s expe- 
rience had been more general he would have 
found that “railway” is used by us almost 
as frequently as “railroad.” In another re- 
spect we widely differ however. The En- 
glishman always says carriage“ and we say 
“car,” the English usage growing out of the 
new use of the old-fashioned carriage, the 
innovation being in putting several such car- 
riages together.“ The American ear,“ 
however, is strictly a “car.” Mr. Freeman 
does not se d we may add many 
Americans do not—why we should 
use “depot” when “station” is s0 much 
better, though “station” is by no means so 
good or descriptive a word as the German 
„bahnhof.“ Here, again, if Mr. Freeman 
had had largeropportunities for observation, 
he would have found that “station” is com- 
ing to be used quite as often as ‘ depot,” 
with its five or six different and villainous 
pronunciations. In answer to “some foolish 
Britishers” who mock at such phrases as 
“town lots” and “city lots,“ Mr. Freeman 
replies: These are perfectly good and nat- 
ural names for things to which we have 
nothing exactly answering in modern En- 
gland,“ since in England the distinction be- 
tween “city”? and town.“ common here, 
does not exist. The use of “metropolis” 
and “provinces” in an invidious sense he 
designates as slang, whether thecity which 
is set up above its fellows is London or New 
York. Anyhow this use of them is in no 
way distinctively American; indeed, the 
misuse of the word ‘provinces’ is, I fancy, 
excessively rare in America, and it is cer- 
tainly borrowed from England.” In Speak- 
ing of slang Mr. Freeman quite unconscious- 
ly drifts into slang himselt. He says: 


“I guess” I have always stood up for, as a 
pertcctiy good form, if only it is not always 
used to the exclusion of other forms. 
reckon” is as good English as English can be; 
it is only at “1 calculate” that on6 would begin 
to kick, but 1 do not think that * I calculate”’ is 
often heardin the kind of American society to 
which I was used. It might however be taken 
as an instance of the way m which technical and 
special words get into common use, sometimes 
on one side of the ocean, sometimes on the 
other, which seem odd to those who are not 
used to@Rem. 


Is it possible that Mr. Freeman heard “ the 
kick” expression frequently used among 
those with whom he associated here? As to 
differences in pronunciation, he observed 
very little between England and América, or 
less than there is in the use of the words 
themselves, and in many cases where the 
American usage seems odd to the British 
ear, “it is strictly in accordance with the 
analogy of the Eaglish tongue. For in- 
stance, ‘opponent’ and ‘inquiry’ (aecent 
on the first syllable) sounded strangely to 
him, and yet they follow the English rule of 
throwing the accent as far back as we can, 
without regard to the Latin or Greek quan- 
tity.“ With regard to our distinct difference 
in pronunciation, his remarks are so inter- 
esting that we give them in full. He says: 


The word “clerk” is in England usually 
sounded “ clark,” while in America it is usually 
sounded “clurk.” I say “usually,” because I 
did once hear clurk iu Engiand—from a Lon- 
don shopman—and because I was told at Phila- 
deiphia that some old people there still said 
“clark,” aad—a most important fact—that those 
who said “clark” also said “marcnant."’ Now, 
it is quite certain that clark is the alder pro- 
nunciation—the pronunciation which the first 
settlers must have taken with them. This is 
proved by the fact that the word as a surname— 
and it is one of the commonest of surnames—is 
always sounded, and most commonly written, 
“Clark” or Olarke. I suspect that Clertr,”’ 
as a surname, so spelled, is distinctively 
Soto,“ in the modern sense of that word. 
Also, in writers of the sixteenth and early seven- 
teenth century, the word itseif is very often writ- 
ten lark or clarke.“ But ot course clerk ”’ 
was at all times the more clerkly spelling, as 
— | the French and Latin 11 of the 
word. It is plain, therefore, that the pronuncia- 
tion “clurk”’ is not traditional, but has been 
brought in artificially, out of a notion of making 
the sound conform to the spelling. But ciurk ’ 
is no more the true sound than “clark’’: 
true sound Is clairk.“ like French lere,“ and 
a os — 2 surely sound 
and “ clurk’’ are both mere ximations 10 
the French sound, and “olark * 8 the older and 
surely the more natural approximation. The 
truth is that we cannot sound “ clerk” it is

Mr. Freeman closes his very interesting 
paper by comparing the American “ twang” 
with the British “intonation,” and seems 
doubtful which is the worst, for he says: 
“To us the kind of utterance of which I 
speak seems specially out of place in the 
mouth of a graceful and cultivated woman; 
but I have heard hints back again that the 
speech of graceful and cultivated English 
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tion In the rest of the country, except so far 


honor, so far as age is concerned, as it has 
“come by genuine tradition from the seven- 
teentli century.“ He sums up his discus- 
sion in the followmg statement, which is very 
courteous and complimentary to us: “ There 
is no real difference of language, not even any 
real difference of dialect ; the speech of either 
side ig understood without an effort by the 
men of the other side, and the differences 


are lately of a kind in which neither usage 


can be said to be in itself better nor worse 
than other.” ‘The paper, which is a very 
exhaustive one and profusely illustrated, 
will richly repay study.

THE BRIYPISH GRAIN TRAD®.

Trade in foreign wheat is 
slow and rates lower. Red whrter wheat is 
6d cher per.

Eleven arrivals and ten sales. Trade in for- 
ward was confined chiefty to Indian wheats, 
and prices ruled lower. Flour was weaker. 
The foreign supply is smaller. American 
brands were occasionally 6d cheaver. Brit- 
ish and foreign barley and oats are unaltered, 
and dull. Maize ts gradually becoming 
dearer, as the suppiy diminishes. Sales of 
English wheat the past week were 50,610 
quarters at 40s 3d per quarter, against 55,360 
quarters at 47s the corresponding period last 
year.

The sale of the Nickel-Plate “ is still the 
absorbing theme of discussion in railroad. 
circles, and much curiosity ts still manifested 
to find out in whose interest the road has 
been bought. The claim of the Lehigh Val- 
ley officials—an Interview with whom was 
published in yesterday’s Tmnuxn— that 
their road is interested in the purchase, and 
that the Nickel-Plate”? will be its Western 
outlet, finds many believers. But parties in- 
timately acquainted with Vanderbilt assert 
with equal positiyeness that he has secured 
control of the road. A dispatch reeeived 
here from New York yesterday says: “It 
is certain enough that Vanderbilt has 
bought the road. He has probably 
been a buyer of the stock for some 
time, and Thursday’s purchase secured 
sullicient stock to give him control. Action 
in the matter is said to have been hastened 
by the discovery of competing offers for the 
property. There isarumor that Vanderbilt 
took the initial step toward control last sum- 
mer, and that his action then has since been 
an obstacle in the path ot othér bidders.

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 30.—Judge Burke 
continues to entertain newspaper men and 
cautiously discuss the Nickel Plate deal. 
said today that.he has already purchased 

265,000 shares of the capital of halt a million 


— until he héars whether thé members of the 
syndicate wish any more. He intimated 
that the purchase ineluded 135,000 shares 
of preferred stock and 130,000 shares 

“of common stock, 387 being paid for 
preferred and & fer common. The 
price paid, therefore, was $7,205,000. 
The Jndge says he has been somewhat 
amused at the reports that about $50,000,000 
was pald, or assumed either. The $7,205,000, 
he says, is the exact amount of money in- 
volved in the deal. Moreover,“ said Judge 
Burke, “thé road has $15,000,000 of first 
mortgage bonds, and ot the $4,000,000 of other 
bonds the company is authorized to issue it 
still retains $1,200,000, leaving only $17,800,000 
bonds outstanding. If the purchasers had as- 
sumed all these bonds the amount both paid 
and assumed would be only about half the 
sum reported.” The Judge denies that the

Vanderbilt's New Line in Pennsylvania. 

Robert H. Sayre, who has just resigned 
from the position of Superintendent and 
Chief-Engineer of thgeLehigh Valley Rail- 
road Company, will fake the Presidency of 
the South Pennsylvania Railroad, which is 
to be built from Harrisburg to Jacob’s Creek, 
on the Youghiogheny River. The new road, 
which passes through the southern tier of 
counties of Pennsylvania, has been sur- 
veyed during the past eight months by a corps 
of fifteen engineers, under the charge of 
Oliver W. Barnes, the Chief-Engineer, 
who states that the work will soon 
be ready for construction, as it 
is to be bailt immediately. The 
object of the road is a through route from 
Philadelphia to Pittsburg and Wheeling, W. 
Va., which is to be accomplished by using 
the Reading Road to Harrisburg, and there 
taking the new line, which follows the fol- 
lowing route: rom Harrisburg through 
Perry County; à portion of Huntingdon; 
Burnt Cabin, in Falton; Bedford, in Bed- 
ford; Somerset, In Somefset; through West- 
moreland, and crossing the Youghiogheny at 
Jacob's Creek and the Monongahelaat Green- 
field; and frum thence by direct lines to Pitts 
bure and Wheeling. Mr. Barnes, the 
Chief Engineer, states that the char- 
acteristics of the line are favorable for 
a large traffic. the maximum grade in 
each direction being 52 8-10 feet per mile, ex- 
cept at the ascent of the eastern slope of the 
Allegheny Mountains, between Bedford and 
the summit, where sixty-eight feet per mile 
is used. The distance from the Susquehanna 
to Wheeling will be about 206 miles, and by 
means of .a bridge to be built at the latter 
place the road will be put in connection with 
all lines west of the Ohio River. The coun- 
try traversed by the South Pennsylvania 
Railroad will furnish a large amount of busi- 
ness, consisting of agricultural produets, 
coal, iron, timber, limestone, and miscella- 
neous freights, It will furnish the Reading 
Company with a great deal of new business, 
and new outlets for at least 3,000,000 tons of 
anthracite coal per year, 


The Geueral Offices of the Wabash to 
Be Removed from St. Louis to Chi- 
cago. 

It is reported that during the recent visit 
of Jay Gould and Vice-President Hopkins of 
the Wabash in- the West, it has been agreed 
to remove the general headquarters of the 
Wabash Railway to Chicago. The oilices to 
be transferred here are those of Vice-Presi- 
deut and General Traflie Manager J. C. Gault, 
General Freight Ageht A. C. Bird, and Gen- 
eral Passenger and Ticket Agent II. C. 
Townsend. The office of General Superin- 
tendent Andrews and the operating depart- 
ment are to remain in St. Louis. It is be- 
lieved that this move will greatly benefit the 
Wabash, as Chicago is now the great busi- 
‘ness point of that road. and its busi- 
ness affairs can be much better directed 
from this point than any other on its line. 
The officials ot the Wabash, including Vice- 
President Hopkins, who is virtually a Chi- 
cago man. have long deen in favor of mov- 
ing the headquarters ot their road to Chi- 
cago, being convinced such a move 
would greatly aid them in developing the re- 
sources of the road. The change wotlithave 
been made some time ago but for the refusal 
of day Gould to give his consent, as he felt 
rather partial toward St. Louis. ut his re- 
cent trip of inspection has conviveed him 
that Chicago is the point for the headquar- 
ters of the road and that its affairs could only 
be benefited by the change, and therefore he 
gave his consent. It is understood that the 

»neral officers above mentioned will move 
their headquarters to this city as soon as 
shitable offices have been secured, and par- 
ties are now at work looking up a good and 
convenient location. 


Gould Contemplates the Construction of 
an Extension of the Missouri Pacific 
to Chicago. 

Mr. Gould in his interview in Tun Tam 
UNE of Sunday stated that in a few months 
he expects to have the Wabash in such a con- 
dition that he can step down and out. He 
also stated that his faith is pinned to the 
Missouri Pacific, and that the Wabash is one 
more cafe than he bargained for. Although 
but little interest was attached to the remark 
at the time, it transpires now that Gould 
really means to give up his interest in the 
Wabash and turn over the Presidency to 
Vice-President Hopkins, and that after that 
he will tow his entite attention to the de- 
velopment of the Missouri Pacific system of 
roads in the Southwest. It is stated by parties 

ho ought to be well posted that one of 

4 objects and probably the principal one of 
Gould’s late Western trip was to look itto 
the feasibility of extending the Missouri 
Pacific from St. Louis to Chicago. This 
matter was under discussion between Jay 
Gould and the officers of the Missouri Pacific 
—who came here with Gould—while in this 
city, and it is claimed that it has been virtu- 
ally decided to build such an extension as 
soon as possible. It is stated by an eye- 
witness that Vice-President Hopkins of the 
Wabash, who was present at the conference, 
meekly suggested that the Wabash might be 
used as the Missourt Pacifie’s extension to 
Chicago, but Mr. Gould thought that an in- 
dependent lie would be far more pret- 
erable. The benefit which the Wabash 
has derived from the building of its Chicago 
extension seems to have 5 Gould 
that in order to make his Missouri Pacific 
what it ought to be it will be necessary to 
give it an independent outlet. The fact also 
that Gould intends to build such a line shows 
that he has no faith in the future of the Wa- 
hash or he Would no doubt continue to use 
that line as the Chicago outlet for the Mis- 
souri Pacific.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“The White Slave’ at Hooley’s. 

In the present dearth of original dramatic 
talent The White Slave.“ produced in this 
city tor the first time at Hooley’s Theatre on 
Sunday evening, may pass muster; but Mr. 
Bartley Campbell had better make the most 
of it while the public is in the hunior for 
this sort of thing, as the piece is not likely 
to outlive the season. It is one of those ex- 
asperating productions that are beneath seri- 
ous criticism, and even defy classification. 
it is not; dramatic work, 
it most assuredly is not; and if, in despair of 
finding a more suitable name, one Calls it a 
play, the word must be received in its most 
liberal acceptation. Mr. Campbell’s reel pe 
for a“ great play,“ for so this compilation 
is called on the play-bilis, has the rare 
merit of simplicity. Take & couple of slave- 
owning blackguards of the Legree type; a 
crowd of music-hall niggers; a conventional 
hero or heroine; an old Woman; a lawyer; a 
steamboat explosion; a floating, burning 
raft; some theap sentiment about the supe- 
riority of virtue to rank; and a generous 
supply of limelight, powder, thunder and 
lightning, niggef melodies, ciog dancers, 
and banjoing, shake all up together, and 
serve Out any way in seven doses, and there 
you are. Nor is Mr. Campbell to be blamed. 
He gages thé public taste with great nicety; 
he is careful to produce nothing that will be 
caviare to the meanest capacity; he appeals 
to popular love of claptrap sentiment and 
cheap virtue; and he recognizes the fact that 
in a high-préssure age like this men who 
have been at business all day do not want to 
be bothered with too much thought when 
they visit the theatre at night. Mr. Campbell, 
consequently, abstains from giving them 
anything that might by any chance 
be provocative of thought, or make 
any intellectual demand upon an audience. 
He appeals to their eyes and ears: no more. 
Take this latest effort of memory and the 
paintpot. itis a mere olla podrida of poor 
Mayne Reid, Mrs. Stowe, and Dion Bouci- 
cault; a Joseph’s coat of many colors, in 
which the contrasts are so glaring as to be 
offensive, and the stitching so coarse one 
wonders how the tawdry rags hang together. 
Yet the thing has been successful; will 
probably enjoy a prosperous run even in 
Chicago. And why? Beeause it is cunning- 
ly put together with an eye to stage effect: 
because the situations and scenic effects run 
little risk of failure, having in former and 
better plays received frequent publie ap- 
proval, and because to an interesting 
story is joined that medley of 
nigger songs and dances, senti- 
mental effects, and transpontine sentiment, 
defeated villainy and. triumphant virtue, 
which seidom appeal in vain to a West End 
audience. “Rags are royal raiment when 
worn for virthe’s sake,“ is one of those sen- 
tinients which, from the lips of a pretty and 
wronged heroine like Liza, seldom fail to 
evoke the plaudits of the gallery, and of this 
sort of stuff The White Slave” is full. 
The fact that the plot is from one of Capt. 
Mayne Reid’s novels is tantamount to saying 
that it is conventional and trite, and 
beyond the merit of a certain affect- 
iveness and coherency it has llt- 
tle to recommend it. The action 
turns upon the trials and adventures of Liza, 
the white slave (Miss Julia Stuart), who al- 
though supposed to have dark blood In lier 
veins and to be the child of Nance (Miss 
Wardell) and Judge Harden (Mr. Scott 
Davis), the owner of Big Bend plantation, is 
really the latter’s granddaughter and a pure 
white. The Judge, however, to avenge his 
daughter’s mesalliance, vindictively allows 
Liza to rest under the stigma, although on 
his deathbed he leaves her an annuity and 
her freedom papers. The estate being in- 
trusted to a nephew, Clay Britton (Mr. 
Frank Roberts), that gay young gentleman 
shows his love for Liza and his respect 
for the dead by squandering the estate at 
faro and horse-raeing, and, finally, is indueed 
to make over all the slaves to the villain of 
the piece, William Lacy (Mr. Charles D. 
Hermann), a dealer in “ niggers and horses.“ 
whe has made the purchase in order to get 
control of Liza and make her his mistress, 
knowing that as the estate was mortgaged to 
him at the time she was given her liberty she 
is still legally a slave. Having bought the 
“niggers,” and had Clay sent to prison for 
interfering, he ships them to his planta- 
tion on the Mississippi, where we are 
introduced to Daphne (Miss Emily Baker), 
his octoroon mistress, whom Liza is meant 
to supplant. Lien ef course resists, and by 
the aid of Daphne—who from being her bit- 
ter foe turns her warm friend on. discover- 
ing her antipathy to Lacy—and her worth- 
less lover Clay Britton—who, of course, es- 
capes from prison and turns up just in the 
nick of time—she escapes from the clutches 
of her persecutor, and the two lovers take 
refuge on board the Belle Creole. There 
they are confronted by Lacy; a blood-and- 
thunder scene ensues; and as Clay and Liza 
are being overpowered the steamer is blown 
up, and the next tableau discovers 
Lacy escaping in a small boat, and the two 
lovers drifting down the stream on a burn- 
ing raft. Ultimately Liza’s supposed moth- 
et, Nance, who had been sworn to secrecy by 
her dying master, discovers the imposition; 
Liza is declared a pure white; the estates are 
recovered; and the curtain is rung down on 


the marriage of the lovers and the confusion 
of the villain. Grouped around these lead- 
ing personages are several subordi- 
nate characters, notably Lawyer Stich 
(Mr. Thomas II. Burvys) and Mrs. Lee 
(Mrs. G. C. Germon), Whose eccentricities 
combine with the humors, songs and dances 
of the niggers” in relieving the tragic nat- 
ure ot the story. Fortumately for the suc- 
cess of the performance the company is 
much supertor to the play, and, indeed, the 
acting all round if more than ereditable. 
Miss Stuart, in the title role, in spite of 
an unsympathetic face and voice, adds 
to a graceful person and carriage the 
charms of naturalness, temperance, and 
ease; Mr. Roberts, particularly in the 
emotional passages, acts with a vigor that 
never degenerates Into rant, and by his man- 
ly and unaffected demeanor half redeems 


the inartistie disgracefulness of his early in- 


gratitude, dishonesty, and heartiess vice. 
Mr. Charles White’s Bob, the negro preacher, 
is an excellent performance, thoroughly 
consistent throughout; and both Mr. Charles 
Webster as Clem and Miss Marie Bates as 
his better-half displayed considerable quiet 
humor; while Mrs. Germon invested the 
thin and not very attractive part of 
the Widow with quiet and ladylike dignity. 
To the role of villain Mr. Hermann does fal! 
justice, successfully resisting the temptation 
to overact, and the mivor personages, notably 
Capt. Stryker and Cownt Strain, a beat, are 
ali well represented, But perhaps the most 
satisfactory acting all roundis that of Mr. 
Thomas Burns, which is fall of dry humor, 
of a breadth and unction not too frequent on 
the modern stage. The concerted music, by 
the way, was simply wretched, and the sing- 
ing generally bad. It only remains to add 
that the plece was received bya crowded 
house with a warmth that augurs favorably 
for a successful run. 


% Mazel Kirke“ at WeVicker’s. 

Spite of the inclement weather, a good 
house met last event at Me Vicker’s Thea- 
tre to welcome the return of “ Hazel Kirke.” 
It is too late in the day to enter into detailed 
criticism -of the plot and characters. The 
play is of a kind that appeals directly to some 
of the deepest sympathies of human nature, 
and the simple story is so artfully developed 
that the interest is sustained throngh- 
out with an effectiveness that deepens 
artistically as the action nears the successful 
and auxiously-anticipated denouement. The 
humor, too, while not conspicuous and gen- 
erally lacking ip brilliance or epigrammatio 
point, is yet healthy in tone. and catching in 
spirit, and the eccentricities of Mr. Pittacus 
Green, admirably rendered by Mr. George 
W. Howard, who mightdo better, however, 
if he were less continuously onthe broad 
grin, and Barney O'Flynn (Mr. W. B. 
Cahill, another capital personation, effect- 
ively relieve the sombre element in 
the drama. But whatever merits 
the play may possess were done 
ample justice to Alke by the manage- 
ment and the company. The setting and 
scenery are as nearly perfect as may be, the 
boudoir in the Villa of Fairy Grove being a 
miracte of fine display and good taste. The 
various make-ups, too, left nothing to be de- 
sired, and Miss Elisler’s various toilets 
were triumphs of millinery art. As to the 
acting, the company being substantially 
the same as which appeared 
here last season, it hardly calls 
for extended notice. From the leading 
to the most subordinate parts, all are filled 
with a conseientiousness and skill that 
leave little or no room for adverse criticism. 
Perhaps Mr. Couldock in the scene where he 
drives his daughter out of doors hardly rises 
to the demands of the passion, and a greater 
dispiay of facial emotion, a flushing of the 
cheek, a dimming of the eye, a sympathet- 
ie quiver of the lip, would add con- 
siderably to the effect of Miss Ellsler's 
very excellent delivery and action. 
Mr. Welles, too, though generally excellent, 
does not look the English Jord, and his action 
in Act II., where he rushes convulsively at 
his valet, Barney, barefy escaped a suspi- 
cion of the ridiculous, Neither was his de- 
meanor quite that of a husband in his inter- 
view with Hazel in the same act, but other- 
wise he does exceedingly well. In Miss Ada 
Gilman Dolly Varden tinds a very bewitching 
mid piquant little interpreter, as alsa does 
Clara in Miss Perle Dudley, who makes the 
most of asmaliréle. Mr. Frank Weston is dig- 
nilied, earnest, and manly as AaronjRodney, 
and indeed all the performers are well fitted 
to their respective patts. Altogether the 
performance, take it which way you will, is 
one of the most wholesoine and delightful 
on the stage at present, and is likely to re- 
ceive, what it so eminently deserves, the 
hearty approval and mdorsement of the 
public.

A Frontier Town Where the Taxes 
Are All Paid by Saloons and 
Dance-Houses. 


Cheap Railroad Rates Caused by 
River Competition—Bridg- 
ing the Missouri. 


A Section of Country Having Land 
Enough for Settlers for Years 
to Come. 


Negotiations for the Opening of the 
Lands in the Great Sioux 
ö Reservation. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Prerre, D. T., Oct. 3.—In concluding my 
Huron letter I promised that my next would 
be concerning Pierre and the several enter- 
prising little towns adjacent to the railroad 
between Huron and the “Big Muddy.” I 
shall not be able to wholly make good my 
promise, for up to the time of my visit to the 
place I haa wholly failed to form anything 
like a correct estimate of Pierre’s impor- 
tance, not only to Central Dakota, but to the 
entire territory of which it is very nearly the 
geographical centre. Nor is it far from being 
the commercial centre also, But 1 think 1 
can safely promise that my next and third 
letter will treat of that portion of Central 
Dakota lying between the James River and 
Pierre, and Pierre and the country tributary 
to it shall therefore be my present subject. 

The Town of Pierre, the county-seat of 
Hughes County, is situated upon a broad, 
level bottom of the Missouri er at a point 
almost in the middle of a square formed by 
parallels forty-four and forty-five, and 100 
and 101 degrees west of Greenwich. The 
river there makes a graceful bend about the 
base of a terraced bluff upon its west bank, 
and sweeping around to a point directly east 
again turns off in a gr ul bend towards 
the south. leaving a piece of excellent bot- 
tomland about one and one-fourth miles from 
east to west and from 1,500 to 2,000 feet wide. 
The original town site of Pierre is upon the 
widest part of the bottom, and was laid 
out early in October, 1880, by the Chicago 
& Northwestern Railway. The land was 
then in thie hands of four squatters—Joseph 
Curley, Hank Lafferty, Napoleon Du Chinox, 
and Cowan & Fawcett, each of whom had small 
stock-ranges. By pretending to be stock-men 
from the eastern portion of the Territory look- 
ing for a new and larger rauch, some of the 
railroad officials succeeded in purchasing the 
land held by the squatters fora little less than 
$2,500. The tract purchased comprised 640 acres, 
of which the

but the few town lots they have disposed of and 
a tract at the western end of the bottom u 
the first terrace of the biuff, which is — by 
Elias Hatheway, a pioneer who suspected the 
railroad was coming on through, and shrewdly 
refused to sell out at any price. Mr. Hathewuy 
went West after the panic of 178 , a finavcial 
wreck. He was one of the first few ta enter the 
Biack Hilis, but, falling to make a Success, re- 
turned and took up a position where be is now, 
intending to go into stock-raising. He now 


owns 4% acres conjointly with Mr. V. E. Pren-- 


tice, and the two are patiently waiting until the 
new brid across the Missouri makes million- 
aires of them by the increased valuation it will 
give their property. The railroad traverses the 
entire lenth of bottom from east to west, 
and, rising above it on the north for almost its 
entire iength, is the triple-terraced bluff, which 
will eventually be the residence ee of the 
town, if not the town site itself. e first ter- 
race is only about thirty feet high, and is 
somewhat narrow but quite mor 4 e secotd 
terrace is some 1,500 feet broad, and is a large 
enough site fora town of 10,000 inhabitants. 
third and last terrace is almost too far back for 
anything but suburban, residences. Already 
there are upon these a large $4,000 
school- house, commodiou¥ church belonging to 
the Congregationaliets, and a score or more of 
the very dest residences a fronticr Dakota town 
can be expected to afford. The view from these 
Knolls and terraces is a beautiful one. The 
course of the river may traced for miles by 
the long range of bills through which it makes 
way, as weil as by the luxuriant growth of cot- 
tod wood and small willows along its banks. Just 
below the town the river has two channels, and 
look ing down into the broad open bottom there 
is plainig marked out by the river two large 8 
figures. Itisa more charming view than can 
be obtained anywhere on the Central ota 
Line west of Lake Benton, Mina, 

The Pierre of the bottoms is a frontier town, 
and one does not have to remain thore very long 
to find it out. Allowance suould always bo made 
for frontier towns, and especially for towns bor- 
dering upon lodtan reservations. Make these 
allowances and Pierre will favorably compare 
with even Huron, the present metropolis of the 
Central Dakota Line. There are some 250 struct- 
ures of various kinds, many of them two stories 
in night and very well constructed. ‘The princi- 
pal buildings consist of two large drug-stores, 
and a grocery and general store larger than any 
at Huron, a clothing establishment, end a small 
brewery. There are, in addition, two Chinese 
laundries, seventeen saloons, most of which are 
of such a character as to give the principal 
street the appellation which State street in Chi- 
cago 60 proudly bears—* Levee ’’—together 
with four dance-houges of the very lowest type. 
and several equaily vile resorts where the cow- 
boys are wheedied out of their hard-earned cash 
whenever they come to town.

ot $990 each, and the dance-houses are com- 
pelied to pay license at the rate of 8750 a year, 
and the fund thus raised supports the school 
and keeps up the administration of town affairs. 
Pierre is not yet incorporated, and there are no 
taxes. Nor is there need of any fur the pres- 
ent, for the license fees pay for everything thus 
far needed. Many of the citizens accept this 
condition affairs without a murmur, as they 
are unable to see how a frontier town can avoid 
it; they simply look forward anxiously for the 
day when the cowboy will no more be seen in 
the streets of Pierre. There are several sam- 
bling bouses in {ull blast all the time. Though 
there are & great many rough people in and 
about Pierre, there are also many reputable 
gentiemen, who will sooner or later come en- 
turely into control and raise the town out of the 
degradation in which ft now exists, on the 
frontier not only of civilization but of an indian 
reservation. 

The Methodists, Presbyterians, and Congrega- 
tionalists have flourishing congregations and 
church editices, and the Baptists have a lar 
subscription towards a newebureb, The Cath- 
olics have no Organization as yet, but it is 
thought several schools and other institutions 
belonging to that organization will soon be 
started upon a $7,000 tract which the Bishop ro- 
eently bargained for. There are three hotels, 
but none of them deserve to rank bigtrer than 
third-ciass. A large botel capable of aceommo- 
datjng 300 or more people is greatly needed, and 
there are some choice sites fur such a buiiding 
directly opposit the station, 

The business houses of the town are pretty 
much the same as at Huron. There are three 
timekilns, and a brickkiin were a very good 
dry-pressed machine brick ig turned out.

out here that nothing, not even grasses, will 
grow upon gumbo, but that is all nonsense. 
Gumbo repeatediy dried and cracked by the ac- 
tion of the sun loses its paste-like consistency, 
and the roots of living plants and grasses are 
then able to penetrate it and draw nourishmeat. 
It is not and pever will be valuable for crops of 
any kind, for there is too much clay in it, but 
enterprising farmers have already demonstrated 
that land impregneted with it can be cultivated

from. Many think that gumbo cut with the 
sharp flinty sand found in bars aloog the river, 
and mixed in a machine known as a concrete 
mixer, would make a very excellent cluy for 
brickmaking. Pure and fresn gumbo is very 
mud of the consistency to which potters like to 


get their clay. and it is possible it may yet prove 


useful in the po want art.

At Okobojo Creek, fifteen miles north, are 
some very choice claims which are being rapid- 
ly tazen.

The West Side juvenile society styling them- 
seives “ The Littia Friends of Animals” held 
their second entertainment in Leayitt Street 
Congregational Church last night. © society 
was organized about four months ago by Ben- 
nie Gilkison, who is now its President. It had 
then only two members, and they met in a baron. 
Now it has a membership of about sixty, nearly 
half of them being giris. ** Our object,” says the 
President, is to prevent abuse of animals or 
birds, Wereport men if they don’t stop beat- 
ing their borses when we ask them to, and we 


take the sling-shots away from the 
boys. They generally give them up.” 
The entertainment opened witha grand parade 
by the society, ten girls and twenty-eight boys 
coming out in two columns and marching about 


tbe church. The girls were dressed in white, 


and carried banners and flags. The boys wore 
badges, and were led by ua drummer, keeping 
step. Halting in front of the audience they re- 
peated in concert their motto, 1 will be kind 
to all animals in my reach and protect them 
from crucity and ill-usage. The Rev. George 
Hi. Peake, pastor of the church, then introduced 
Mr. George T. Angell, President of the Massa- 
chusetts Humane Society. He gave a 
brief history of the work in which 
he was engaged. It began sixty or 
seventy years ngo in London, spread to the Con- 
tinent, then to America, and today the flag of 
humanity, like the flag of England. tloats around 
the world. In Germany there are 5,000 people 
enrolled in the Societies for the Care of An- 
mals, and they are now organizing the children. 
In Francethere are 500 socicties in one depart- 
ment. Orlen one children's society bas 
000 members. In Philadelphia these children's 
sieties are known as Bands of Mercy.” and 
the same titichas been given them in Massa- 
cbhusetts, where they wear badges with the 
ledge, I promise to be kind to ail living barm- 
ess jcreatures and try to protect them from 
cruel usage.” Mr. Angell told of his work 
in organizing the children throughout Massa- 
chusetts. He ürst went to the Governq and got 
him to take the above pledge. Tneu hé went to 
Judges and other pruminent officials; to the 
Archbishop and othor clergy; totbe editors; 
and all willingly took the pledge and became 
members of the Band of Mercy. Then he went 
into the Sunday-schools and bad great success.

BLANKETS FOR THE SICK. 

e' County Hospital is constantly furnishing 
something out of the usual run of things. 
Yesterday, for instance, Commissioner O'Neill 
claimed in the mecting of the County Board 
that in the recent purchase of about 200 biank- 
ets for that institution the county had been 
wronged in the price paid, and also in the qual- 
ity furnished. The Hospital Committee, it ap- 
pears, recommended some days ago that Messrs. 
Albright and Ender be authorized to purchase 
some biankets to fill a reguisitiop, and 
without waiting for the board to act upon the 
matter, as the law requires, they rusbed upon 
the market and picked up a job lot—something 
after the style of the sauerkraut purchase of 
about a year ago, which attracted some atten- 
tion at the time. The soods were bougnt of Mr. 
Albright’s former partner, and the price paid 
was 624% cents per pound, whereas Mr. O'Neill 
claims, after looking over the market, that he 
could have bougtt a better article for 4744 cents, 
u sample of which he bas procured and put on 
exhbibiden at the hospital. Mr. Albright takes 
issue with dim. however, and says 
that he is willing to stand or 
tall upon both the quality and price 
of the goods purchased, and the quarrel is to be 
settled by an investigation, pending which the 
bill will remain unpaid and the blankets unused. 
Without undertaking to discuss the merits of 
the dispute, the transaction, whether the county 
uns been wrdnged or not, is not au overcredita- 
ble one. In the first place they had no autbor- 
ity to make the purchase, the Dill in ex- 
cess of $500, and in the Second place it does not 
appeur that they took the pains they sbould in 
getting at the lowest prices, nor yet in making 
che best bargain they could for the county.

INTRAMURAL MAILS. 
PROPOSED IMPROVEMENTS FOR DANDLING 
THE LOCAL MAIL MATTER. 

Yesterday afternoon a representative of Tue 
TRIBUNE had an interesting chat with W. D. 
Rawiins, Superintendent of Carriers, at the 
Post-Office, on the subject of the collection and 
delivery of local mail matter. The demands of 
Chicago in this branch of the service have been 
growing so rapidly of late that it was thought 
not out of piace to ascertain just what was being 
done iu the matter at the present time, and what 
improvements, if any, were liable to be made. 

Iwill explain our system of city delivery and 
collection as well as I can.“ said Mr. Rawlins, 
and then I think you will acknowledge that we 
are doing remarkably well with our present 
facilities. Weare allowed but 246 carriers, and 
they have all the work they can do and more 
than they ougbttodo. In the vity there are 673 
boxes, divided as follows in the districts: North 
Division, 08; Northwest Station, 43; West Di- 
vision (from the river to Ashland avenue), 100; 
West Division (west of Ashland avenue), 50: 
Southwest Station, 30; Stock-Yards Station, 35; 
South Division Station (Stute street), 44; Cottage 
Grove Station, 27: main office, ZT.“ . 

“How many collections are made daily?“ 
asked the reporter. 

That depends upon the location of the dis- 
trict. Nowhere inside the city limits are there 
leas than three collections made daily. The car- 
riers pick up the mail they find in the boxes 
early in the morning on their way to their sta- 
tions, and then make collections on every de- 
livery trip. In one little district north of the 
— only ove collection and delivery is made 

nily. 

Ho about the business district?” 

“South of Harrison street, between the®two 
branches of the river and the lake, we make 
iht collections—at 6:45, 9, and 11 a. m., and at 
12:15, 2. 3-30, 5:30, and 6:0) p. m. We mtroduced 
the bo clock collection as an experiment, but 
will probably discontinue it the first of the 
mouth, ag it rarely averages over 200 letters per 
day. in this district we make tive delivery trips 
daily—as much as we can do. It would be im- 
possible for me to give you the time of collec- 
tion and delivery trips made daily in all sections 
of the vity, as it would require a column of 
tigures.” 

In local delivery, can you always deliver a 
letter inside the city limits the same day it is 
matlied?’ 

“That depends entirely upon the time it is put 
in the box. Almost always we can deliver a let- 
ter inside the limits the same day itis mailed if 
itis put in the box before ll a. m. If itis not 
taken up then, it will net be delivered until tho 
Urst trip the next morning. We are doing the 
best we can under the circumstances.” 

“Do you think tne proposed system of vans 
wens assist you in your work?’ asked the re- 
porter.

SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE ALLEGED RING IN 
THE BOARD OF INSPECTORS. 

The commitiee of the School Boara to investi- 
gate the alleged statements of Inspector Stau- 
ber, that a real estate ring existed in the boerd, 
met at the rooms of the Board of Education 
yesterday afternoon, The committee consisted 
of Inspectors Krause, Story, and Brenan. There 
were present, in addition, inspectors Stauber, 
Flotow, Garvey, and Bri 

inspector Krause read an article in Arbeiter 
Zeitung of Oct. 16, purporting to be an inter- 
view with Mr. Stauber, in which the latter was 
made to say there was a ring in the board.

Stauber was questioned as to the correctness of 
this interview, and said he didn't remember 
using some of the language attributes to bim. 
He still claimed, however, that the property pur- 
chased for a school site on Division street, near 
Asbland avenue, was bought 0 per cent higher 
than similar property ia the locality had been 
sold for. He knew of two lots being sola for 
$1,800, each lot being 50 feet front aud 100 feet 
in depth. The property on Deuarborn street, 
near Thirty-Hith, was not worth 850 a foot, he 
said, und $75 had been paid for it. The proper- 
ty on the corner of Cass and Illinois etreets, tor 
which $353,000 was paid, bad previously been of- 
tered, Mr. Stauber said, for $18,500—a difference 
of $14,500, 

In answer to questions by the members of the 
committee, Mr. Stauber said he did not know of 
any member of the board who was interested in 
the purchase or disposal of proverty.

THE COUNCIL. 


AN UNINTERESTING MEETING LAST EVEN- 
ING, 

The City Council met last evening, Mayor Har- 
rison in the chair. 

A petition was presented for the paving of 
Monroe street with granit blocks from Market 
to the river; which was granted, the work to be 
done by the owners of the contiguous property. 

An invitation was read to atteod a ball of the 
Labor party to be held Sunday egening, which 
was accepted. 

Ald. Peevey introduced a resolution empower- 
ing the Mayor and Controller to purchase the land 
extending into the river at the foot of Jackson 
street, between Adams and Vau Buren, neces- 
sary to widen the river. He said the railroad 
uuthorities owning the land were constantly en- 
croacbing upon the river by driving piles, ete.. 
and interfermg with navigation, and he noped 
the resolution or order would pass. 

Ald. Geohegan said the whole question was iu 
the hands of a committee, and wanted action 
deferred until it had been looked into. 

Aid. Wetherell dia not think the railroad com- 
panies had any rights which the widening of the 
river as proposed would interfere with, and was 
opposed to paying them anything. But if the 
railroads wanted to tight the city in the matter, 
he said he would be in favor of raising Jackson 
street to the natural grade, and did not 
think the railroads were in shape just now to 
make a great deal of trouble. The Fort Wayne 
Road was occupying miles of right of way to 
which it had no title, and it was a part of the 
history of the city that the widening of the river 
south of Madison street bad never cost the city 
anything to date, 

Ald. Geobegan replied that the land sought 
was the typ of the city, hence there was 
no necessity for the passage of uny such order.

THE STOCK-YARDS. 
THEIR REMOVAL MUST COME IN COURSE OF 


TIME—PROPOSED EXTIRPATION OF THE 


BULL-PUNCHING AND SCALPER NUISANCE. 


The revival of Jay Gould’s project to estab- 
lish new stock- yards near Chicago excited much 
comment yesterday, and various opinions were 


expressed as to its practicability, Of course 


many of the packers upon first hearing of the 


plan pronounced it visionary, impracticable, 


and among the imypossibilitics, but when the 
matter was looked into intelligently there were 
many who admitted that the feasibility of the 


scheme was apparent. The growth of the city 


towards the present yards, tho disadvagtages 


which in many ways they iabor under through 
their amenability to the various laws whose 
passage was rendered necessary to preserve the 


health of the city, and the fact that itisonly a 
question of time whem the soutn endof the city 
will arise en masse and demand some protection 
from ne unbealtby odors which are wafted over 


the city when the wind blows trom tho south- 
west, ulltend to crete a confidence that there 
is something in Jay Gould's project. A gentie- 
man holding a prominent olficial position said to 
u reporter yesterday: “ Vast as are the inter- 
ests now centered at the stock-Yards, and ap- 
parently impossible as it now is to move 
them, investigation will demonstrate two things: 
one ia that the yards can almost be duplicated 
five miles further f rom the city, where the rail 
and water facilities and the natural land-site 
are far superior to the present, for what could 
be obtained for the plant of the present ones. 
The property-holders, those living in the resi- 
dence portion of Chicago, especially on the 
South Side, could afford to pay millions of dol- 
lars if necessary to help duplicate the yards, be- 
cause they would tee benefited to such an extent 
by the removal. Ie yards, too, could be oper- 
ated more successfully and more satisfactorily if 
they were further removed from the city’s centre, 
ldo not think that this removal of the yards 
further south couid be brougut about at once. 
Of course, it will take years and years, but it 
will come in time because is a public neces- 
sity,asmuchto the advantage of people who 
deal in stock as itis to the people of Chicago. 
The yards should be so located that they can be 
operated in every way independent of any 
municipal government other tban their own, 
and sbouid be located at a point tar enought re- 
moved trom the city so as not to bea source of 
constant poisoning of the atmosphere and dam- 
age to the people's health. 

PROPOSED PURIFICATION OF THE YARDS. 

Some of the packers and live-stock dealers 
who have had their attention called to the 
shameful abuses inflicted on the dumb 
brutes by the unfceling * bull-pupchers of the 
Stock-Yuards ure quietly considering a proposi- 
tion which has emanated from one of the largest 
packing-houses to the effect that the packers 
and deaiers chip in pro rata and cmploy a thor- 
oughly posted live-stock man to exercise a su- 
por vision over the unloading and driving of cat- 
tle, sheep, and hogs in the yards, report to the 
Yard Superintendent the animals for siaugb- 
ter for pwbdlic consumption, and vigorously 
prosecute all bull-punchers,“ scalpers. and 
others who violate the law.

SHOT DEAD. 


A Young Man Killed by Soldiers While 
Munting Near Leavenworth, Kas, — 
The Latter Claim It Was an Accident 
—Their Arrest.

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Oct. 30.—An inquest 
was held today on the body of the young 
man, William Hammond, who ,was killed 
yesterday in the woods near Fort Leaven- 
worth. Robert Hullingsworth, who was 
with Hammond at the time of his death, tes- 


tified that he and Hammond were hunting in 


the woods, when they heard a shot in front, 
and the ball passed close to them. He then 
called a man whom he saw in the distance to 
stop firing towards them, and the man re- 
plied with an oath that he would fire where 
he pleased. He noticed that three 
or four soldiers were together. They 

continued to fire. The bullets whistled about 
them, and soon Hammond fell on his face. 
He ran to Hammond and found him shot 
through the breast and dyin ing. One shot was 
fired afterwards just as Julien Lacaille, a 
neighbor, arrived, and the bullet passed near 
them. The news spread quickly, and the cit- 
izens gathered and captured fhe soldiers. 
They stoutly maintained that if was an acci- 
dent.

The soldiers’ 
names are Alexander Dalton, Frank Heury, 
and Charles Blake, and they all belong to 
Company G, Eleventh Infantry.

Allegations that It Caused the Death of 
a Wayward Dauchter.

COMMERCIAL, : 


The leading produce markets were slow yes- 
terday and steadier. Pork products and corp 
advanced early, fell back, and then improved 
again; white wheat was easier and other grain 
steady. The receipts of cereals were lafge and 
of hogs small. 

Provisions were quiet and steadier. The gen- 
eral tone was dull. Liverpool reported a do- 
cline of 3d in lard, but the local hog market was 
higher, with a small supply, and this made hog 
products rule stronger at the opening. But 
there was not enough demand to sustain prices 
and they fen back. There was a 
dearth of outside orders, and it was 
stated that prominent parties have hauled off 
for the purpose of straightening out their books 
for a new year to begin with November. Hence 
duliness. Pork advanced lic for November, 100 
for the year, and ge for May. The nearer de- 
liveries closed 5c above the latest prices of Sat- 
urday, and the longer ones ic lower. Lard ad- 
vanced about de, and closed nearly at the top. 
Meats weve firmer on the near futures and easy 
on those more deferred. There was a moderate 
shipping inquiry for meats, and few offered. 
November and March pork declined be in the 
afternoon, and November lard ic; other deliy- 
eries were easy, with little change. 

Flour was in fair demand, some export orders 
being on the floor, in addition to a moderate 
local trade; but the limits of exporters were 
generally a shade below the views of holders, 
and little was taken on foreign account. Other 
milistuffs were in fair demand ang firm, with 
only a moderate supply. 

Wheat was dull and averaged oasier. The 
market deciined He, and reacted, closing Me 
below the latest prices of Saturday, except that 
there was little change for December. Public 
advices called the British markets dull but firm, 
while private cables noted a decline of 6d per 
quarter in Loadon. There was littie demand 
for cash lots here. Ked sold ee lower, 
No. 2 spring sold off with the month, and the 
lower grades were easier, There was very little 
outside trading io futures. The market was 
ratber weak early in the absence of demand, 
advanced towards II o'clock on threatened rain, 
and weakened later, as the report of rather 
large receipts was followed by a gleam of sun- 
shine. The most noteworthy feature in the 
day’s trading wasa widening of the December 
premium over the price for November from ic 
to ie under rather large offerings for next 


month by parties who have November wheat 


coming to them and had not previously piaced 
it. The market on the afternoon call was Me 
lower for December, and otherwise steady. 

Corn was lessiactive than the recent average, 
and steadier. The market advanced a little at 
the outset, undera promise of rain, then de- 
clined when it was said that the day's receipts 
would be large, and improved a shade as it was 
found that the shipping demand was fuliy equal 
to the current offerings. The closing prices on 
‘Change wyre about the same as those of Satur- 
day except that spot was firmer. London re- 
ported another advance of 6d per quarter, and 
shippers were chartering about all the freight- 
room offered, which tended to reassure buyers 
of futures. The trading was mostiy in the

The market opened firm at about 
Saturday's closing figure, advanced 4@%e, with 
little done at the advance, subsequently de- 
clined %@%c, and toward the close firmed up, 
the latest transactions being at about Saturday's 
closing prices. There was only a fair degree of 
cash trading. Spot and seller the month sold at 
nahme, closing at Mente. November 
ranged at MN Mc, closing at e bid, and May 
sold at WGO, closing at We.

Da r-Signals for Fogs. 

The lack of ®suitable code of fog- signals, by 
which vessels may reduce the danger of col- 
lisions in thick weather to the minimum, has 
often been discussed among ocean navigators 
as well as those who daily traverse inland seas. 
The changes in mode of carrying lake freights 
have been marked, and the fashion of having 
one steamer tow three or four barges—as is done 
from New York through the Sound to New- Eu- 
gland points—has caused almost a revolution in 
lake navigation. The Nautical Gazette, which 
has championed this particular object in earnest 
style, brings forward the following simpie code 
devised by Capt. W. B. Barker. The inventor 
intends that the signals shall be made by an 
automatic machine connected with the vessel's 
motive power and controlled by the officer of 
the deck. The code is as follows: For any course

Each long dash represents ur blast, each 
short dash a short biast of the Whistie or horn. 
Any intelligent seaman cannot fall to see the 
simplicity of this code, and will acknowledge 
that if in a fog, he was certain that a vessel be- 
ing steered on any course between two given 
points of the compass, he could so shape his own 
course as to positively avoid a collision. It will 
pe seen that if, for instance, a vessel is running 
on a course between north and nor which 
is indjcated by one long and two binsts, it 
would be dangerous to enter quadrant of 
the compass, and consequently the prudent 
master would steera course ta carry bim to. 
westward of north, orté the eastward of north- 
east. This code uf fog siguais would definitly in- 
dicate the approximate course of both vessels.

CHINA’S DEAD EMPRESS. . 


A Decree of Mourning from the En- 
peror and a Valedictory Mandate from 
the Dead, 

On the 8th of April. 1881, T’zu-an Twan-yu- 
K’ang-Ching-Chao-Ho-Chwang-Ching, Emp- 
ress dowager of China, died in the eastern pal- 
ace at Peking. James B. Angell, who was | 
then American Minister, forwarded to the 
State Department his eorrespondence with 
the Chinese Foreign Office in relation to the 
death of the Empress, and this correspond- 
ence is published in the volume of foreign 
relations recently printed. The following is 
a copy cf the imperial edict announcing the 
sad event; 

PEKING, April 11. 


ce dur entrance upon 
the inheritance of the t dynastic line, look- 
ing upwurd. we har n the recipient of fos- 
tering care and unbounded materua! affection 
from the departed Empress T’zn-au-Twan-yu- 
K'ang-Ching~Chao- Ho-Chwang-Ching. 

During the seven years which have elapsed 
since our succession to the throne, as, anticipat- 
ing her wishes, with respectable care we pro- 

ed for her wants. Our efforts have been 
greatly rewarded by the joyous and bappy con- 
tentment which she bas always manifested. 

The robust health which we seemed to recog- 
nize in ber appearance and movements, and her 
zeal for state sifairs at all times, were a source 
of great joy and comfort to our mind, and we 
boped that her life would be prolonged a 
hundred years, that she might long continue in 
the enjoyment of happiness. On the tn inst. 
this benign body was suddenly taken ill. A de- 
coction of medicine was immediately given to 
dissipate the allment and restore health, but 
unexpectedly, on the following day, the sick- 
ness rapidly grew dangerous, respiration was 
hinde by copious generation of phiegm, and 
the case became urgent and desperate. Be- 
tween the bours of 7 and 9 p. m. the benign spirit 
rode In the fairy chariot and ascended to the re- 
mote regions. rate upon the earth, with 
outstretehed arms, we raised our cry to heaven, 
bewalling our overwhelming grief. 

e have reverently received the dying behest 
of the departed Empress, that the mourning 
garb be laid aside after twenty-seven days. Hur 
feel would indeed be hard to reconcile if we 
should do this, We shall, therefore, observe 
deep mourning for 100 days, and haif mourning 
for the full term of twenty-seven months, to 
manifest in some degree our sincere sorrow at 
this bereavement. The departed Empress bay- 
ing also admonished us to endeavor to coftrol 
our sorrow and give due regard to the import- 
ance of State affairs so as to console the Em- 
press Dowager Tzu Hsi, Twan-Yu-Kang-Yi- 
Uhao- Y a-Chwang-Ch'eng, in return for ber care 
it educating and nurturing us. We dare not 
disregard this advice, and in respectful obedi- 
ence to the bequeathed command we shall en- 
deavor to check and restral@.pur sorrow. 

Let the Prinee of Tun, Yi-Tsung; the Prince 
of Kung, Ti- Hein; the Beile, Yi-Kwang; the 
Minister of nee, Ching Show; tho 
Grand Secretary, Pao-Chun: the Assistant 
Grand Secretary and President, Ling Ku ei; and 
the Presidents, Ngen-Ch’eng and Ong Fung- Ho, 
with respectful care attend to the rites and cere- 
monies to be observed in the present mourning.

Our virtues are very insignificant. We rever- 
ently received by decree his Imperial Majesty 
Wen ‘Tsung Usien the dignity of Empress. 
When bis Imperial Majesty Mu Lsung YE suc- 
ceeded to the great heritage his filial piety was 
always sincere. With unaffected res aud 
sincerity he anticipated our wishes and ous- 
ly provided for our wants. Since his Imperial 
Majesty, the reigning Emperor, entered upon 
the inheritance of the great dynastic line bis 
regard for our wants and zealous luqulries after 
our health bave shown the natural sincerity of 
his Hilal piety. From the time of his acvession 
to the throne his great aim has been by every 
endeavor to attain to that perfection of a rev- 
erent and virtuous nature by a diligent pursuit 
of his studies, thereby greatiy rejoicing and 
comforting our mind. 

Notwithstanding the complex nature of the 
multifarious affairs of Government which hare 
claimed our diligent attention both night and 
day, it has still been our good fortune to enjoy a 
robust and strong bodily constitution, and we 
indulged the bope that our life might be pro- 
longed till we should attain the state of hope- 
leas old age. 

On the 7th inst. we were attacked by a slight 
indisposition. His Imperial Majesty waited on 
us with a restorative and was solicitous for our 
heaith, praying for our speedy recovery. Un- 
expectedly on the following day our condition 
became dangerous, and gradually. about the 
hour of 8 p. m., our senses became un- 
til all dope of recovery bas passed away. 

Our age bas reached the number of forty and 
five years. During the twenty years in which 
we have enjoyed the exalted rank and preroga- 
tive of Mother of the Nation we have frequent- 
ly been blessed with the bestowment on us of 
titles of honor on every ocvasion of national ro- 
joicing. There is nothing on which we can look 
back with disappointment. Believing that his 
Imperial Majesty, the Emperor, will naturally 
be smitten with great grief at this bereavement, 
and as in his character of Lord of the People, 
the whote nation is interested in the welfare of 
his person, we hereby enjoin on him the wisdom 
of moderatipg his sorrow in view of the gréat™ 
importance Of State affairs, and looking upward 
to comfort and solace her who had labored for 
bis instruction and education., the Empress Dow- 
ager Tzu Hsi-Tuan-Yu-K’ang-¥i-Choa Ku- 
Chwang Ch'eng. 

It is our hope that all our officials, both civil 
and militury, in the Capita! and in the provinces 
may, by seduious attention to their official du- 
ties, help to bring about good rule.“ Thus in 
truth will our soul rest in bappiuess. 

As regards the observance of mourning, it is 
our wish that his Majesty the Emperor will, on 
consultation and in obedience to the p- 
tions of the old canon, lay aside the mourning 
garb after twenty-seven days. On no account 
should any departure or diminution be made in 
the usual ceremonies of worship and sacrifice 
in the large tate temples, gor should the rites 
and observances of the smaller temples be in- 
torrupted. We have heretofore been the lead-

palace, but we do not wish to dissimulate our 
modesty by being willing that any abatement be 
made in all matters of mourning 8 by 
canon. We wish, however, that a little modera- 
tion should be practiced in regard to funeral 
trappings and ceremony, tbat due regard ma 
be given to economizing labor and material. 
Thus will compliance be shown with the modest 
wishes of our daily life.

It 
is entirely undemocratic to continue these bur- 
dens on the people for years and years after the 
requirements of protection have been met and 
the representatives | of these industries 
bave become incrusted with wealth. This is 
the generul proposition on which I stand. 
The rest is mere matter of detail to be 
settled with judgment, discretion, and action, 
but atthe same time in a perfectiy feariess 
spirit, There bas not beenatime in twenty 
years when the peagpie were so thoroughiy 
aroused on this subject, and it is the policy of 
the Democratic party to make its appeal to the 
voting masses, and gmeet this hydra-headed 
monopoly in solid p nx.”

Weare by no means sure this is not so, but 
we do know it is ridiculous to say that the 
light receipts of grain the last few months 
are proof that the rule is operating disas- 
trously to the trade of St. Louis. Thereisa 
great deal of talk of this kind among mer- 
chants and it is to be read in the newspa- 
pers quite frequently, yet it is unutterable 
nonsense, and it is a disgrace to those who 
assume to speak of the trade of St. Louis 
that they should not know that it is nonsense. 
If this rule is damaginy to the trade of the city, 
the evidences of the damage are not to be 
found in its diminished receipts, since tze facts 
are that the current year is the best without ex- 
ception in the whole history of the St. Louis 
grain market. 

It is agtutitying fact of which neither mer- 
chants nor newspapers should be ignorant that 
St. Louis bas so far a larger percentage of the 
wheat, corn, and oats crops which have been 
marketed during the curreut calendar year than 
of any previous crops. Of course,we do not 
mean to say that the actual volume of its re- 
ceipts of grain, in the mere aggregate of busbels 
received, is larger than ever before, because 
that was impossible with the bad crops of 1881; 
but we do say that St. Louis has received a larger 
percentage of the crops. It got more wheat 
during the first balf of this year than Chicago, 
and though it will hardly receive more during 
the last half, its receipts will come much nearer 
the Chicago receipts than ever before. But take 
the receipts by crops instead of calendar years, 
aid it is still more apparent that the talk of 
light receipts is utter nonsense; for the re- 
eeipts of wheat and oats, since the crops of 
this year began to come to market, have 
heen larger than anything on the 
records of this market for the corresponding 
period. Of wheat St. Louis bas so far received 
twice as much as last year, altnougu the most 
generally accepted estimates of the crop of this 
year allow only about 3) per cent gain over 1881. 
Does such a record indicate iight receipts? In- 
stead of light receipts there is every indication 
in the receipts since the lst of August that the 
actual volume of whéat brought into this 
market during the twelve months beginning 
with that date will be fully 50 per cent greater 
than the largest receipts of any previous crop, 
if the receipts or the remaining months are not 

roportionately lighter than the last three.

GEN. AVERILL, 


Interesting Reminiscence of War Times, 
by Gath. 

New York, Oct. 29.—I fell in yester- 
day with Gen. William W. Averill, who 
was sent to West Point from Western 
New York, served on the frontier, was 
in every part of the War, and ended a 
Brevet Major-General in the army. For his 
particular labor in destroying McCausland’s 
raiders, who burned Chambersvurg, he was 
highly praised. This action took place on 
the 5th of August, 1864, and Averill was aft- 
erward at Sheridan’s great batties. Averill 
isa Democrat, but a very liberal one, and 
rather in favor of a new organization of par- 
ties on the basis of decency and justice. 
Said 1: “1 was only last week at Chambers- 
burg, and the citizens were telling me about 
the way you broke up McCausland after his 
raid.“ 

Averill stopped and said: I like to recall 
those old days, the most interesting ot my 
life. I had about half the number of troops 
that were in McCausland’s command, but 
they were well-seasoned gallant fellows, and full 
of fire at the atrocious act of McCausiand. I got 
into Chambersburg, when he had made good nis 
retreat, and I summoned my officers and said to 
them: * We have probably only one man to his 
two, but every mau here must be good for two 
men. The otfense be committed will maxe us 
nearly two to his one. Now have that under 
stood among the men—that we are only half bis 
numbdgr—and let us go for him!’ So we started 
after him, feeling that we were thrice armed 
because our quarrel\was just; and. without stop- 
ping to sleep or camp much, we got to the Po- 
tomac River at Hancock so quick that he could 
not cross, and bad to keep on the north side of 
the river. Meantime, I had telegraphed to 
Kelley at Cumbeland, and he came down 
on bim McCausland, however, kept on 
up to Oldtown, where he crossed and 
took a small garrison of Kelley's prisoners and 
paroled them there, while I crossed at Hancock 
and pressed on to the South Valley of the Poto- 
mac to cut him off. In the vicinity of Moortieid 
we came close upon him when be thought we 
were off toward Romney. McCausiand, who 
was assisted by Bradley Johnson, had taken the 
borses of the Virginia farmers, and they were 
all mad; and, while in that rage, they told our 
folks about where he w and bew to strike 
him. He was betrayed by his own people. 

“i bad with me a man from Pittsburg, who is 
Still jiving, by the name of Carr, an officer. and 
one of the best men in the world. You could no 
more make bimtéavea place of responsibility 
than that brick wail you gre leaning against. 
Being a Pennsylvanian, he had the spirit of 
bistting out that incendiary. While 1 balted 
my command in the vicinity of Moorfield 
1 seut this officer (Carr) around by a 
detour to get toward the videt of the 
enemy, as if he were the relief. In the mean- 
time | bad given the general order that my 
command, which consisted of about 1,700 men.

The 
orders were to ride rigbt over their camps, and 
not to stop to assemble the prisoners, but to kill 
as we Charged.- Carr came, put from the direc- 
tion of Bradley Jonnson’s Camp, was halted on 
the road, and was asked: ‘Who goes there?

ing material. Here was formerly the situation in the 
kitchen over the frying-pan: You could take lard, 
which was not cheap, ana “used up” very fast; you 
had butter, which, besides being expensive, required 
a skillful cook to keep it from burning; or you could 
use salad oil, which, though costing alarmingly to be- 
gin with, required so little to do the work that the 
cooking- school would tell you it was like the widow's 
cruse—it did not seem to lose perceptibly; after fry- 
ing fifty oysters the bottle was nearly as full as be- 
fore. But very few American housekeepers could be 
brought, by its first expensiveness, to try using sweet 
oil, which is the frying material of all South Kurope. 
We leave out of the list “clarified fat.“ or dripoing. 
because there is seldom enough of this to do the en- 
tire cooking with, even with a conscientious person in 
the kiichen who understands how to save aud use it 
all, as it should always be insisted on. The two best- 
known vegetable oils that this country produces are 
cotton-seed oil and peanut-pil, both of which are 
understood to have been for years exported to Eu- 
rope, coming back to us in wicker-covered flasks us 
Italian olive oil. Real olive oil from California is too 
small a product as yet to count much inthe home 
market. The manufacturers of the new olive butter 
which is not butter at all, but a clear, greenish oil— 
have agreed to glye us a home product, warranted 
pure, without the ocean voyage; though, to conciliate 
our ridiculous American prejudices. do not label it 
cotton-seed or peanut oil, the former of which it 
probably is. Anybody who tries it will agree that it 
cooks as well as salad oil; and as all vegetable vils 
heat at lower temperature than the solid anima) fats, 
u does not burn awuy or waste as rapidiy as lard. It 
comes in convenient cans, with a mouthpiece, like 
the kerosene oil-can, so that you can pour off just the 
desired quantity for use, and, after cooking, this can 
be carefully strained and returned to the can. except 
it has been used for fish. when it must de put in a 
separate bottie and kept apart for this use. It basa 
slightly pungent smell when cooking, which is said to 
be entirely removed by the use of a pinch of salt, but 
which is no worse than other frying through the 
house. The ege-plants, oysters, clam, or corn fritters 
that are turned out of olive butter by a good cook, 
have not a particie of greasiness about them, nor 
any taste whatever of the medium in which they are 
fried.
